NSU  students  elected  Jamaal  Hill  and  Ashley

Dunham  is  a  senior  chemistry  major  from 
Baton  Rouge.  In  her  four  years  at  NSU,  Dunham 
has  been  involved  in  numerous  academic  and 
extra  curricular  activities.  She  has  been  a  part  of 
the  Spirit  of  Northwestern  marching  band  as  the 
featured  twirler  and  a  member  of  Phi  Mu  Fraternity. 
This  was  Dunham's  second  year  as  president  of 
the  American  Chemical  Society.

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Across  the  country,  record  numbers  of  voters  hit  the  polls  for  the  2004  presidential  election, 
and  NSU  students  were  no  exception. 

According  to  CNN.com,  Republican  President  George  W.  Bush  won  another  term  in  office 
with  51  percent  of  the  popular  vote,  narrowly  defeating  Democratic  candidate  John  Kerry  in  what 
turned  out  to  be  one  of  the  closest  elections  in  U.S.  history. 

As  expected,  Bush  easily  took  Louisiana.  But  not  all  NSU  students  were  pleased  with  this 
outcome,  and  many  say  they  did  not  strongly  support  either  candidate. 

Mike  Boyd,  a  senior  general  studies  major  from  Shreveport,  is  registered  to  vote  in 
Natchitoches.  Boyd  said  he  voted  for  Kerry  because  he  was  "the  lesser  of  two  evils." 

"I  did  for  a  long  time  consider  voting  for  a  third  party  candidate,"  Boyd  said.  "In  the  end  I 
hated  Bush  so  much  that  I  thought  that  Kerry  was  the  only  way  to  go." 

Boyd  said  he  followed  the  presidential  debates,  which  helped  intensify  his  decision  to 
support  Kerry. 


"During  the  debates,  pretty  much  every  issue  that  was  covered,  I  favored  Kerry  over 
Bush  just  because  he  took  a  more  reasonable  and  intelligent  stance  on  it,"  Boyd  said.  "Whether  or 
not  he  could  have  followed  through  on  any  of  that,  of  course  we'll  never  know." 

When  asked  about  his  thoughts  on  Bush's  reelection,  Boyd  said  he  felt  "angry,  depressed 
and  happy  that  this  is  the  last  time  that  he  will  ever  be  able  to  get  into  office." 

Music  education  major  Roland  Smith,  a  senior  from  Houma,  had  very  different  thoughts  on 
the  election.  He  registered  in  Natchitoches  and  voted  for  Bush. 

"The  main  reason  I  voted  for  Bush  is  I  don't  really  like  Kerry  and  I  feel  that  Bush  would  do  a 
better  job  than  him,"  Smith  said. 

Smith  also  cited  the  debates  as  being  key  to  his  decision  to  vote  against  Kerry. 
"I  wasn't  impressed  with  the  way  he  speaks.  His  decisions  on  things  seem  to  flip-flop.  It's 

not  that  I  totally  agree  with  Bush  by  any  means.  I  just 
don't  agree  with  Kerry  for  the  most  part,"  Smith  said. 

Nick  Austin,  a  junior  social  work  major,  returned  to 
his  home  in  Alexandria  to  vote.  Austin  said  he  voted  for 
Kerry,  but  now  he  questions  that  decision. 

"After  the  election  I  was  like, x  Oh,  I  wonder  what 
I  was  thinking.'  Kerry  is  kind  of  confused  on  a  whole  lot 
of  issues.  He'll  say  one  thing  and  then  do  the  opposite," 
Austin  said. 

Austin  said  he  was  not  upset  about  the  election's 
outcome,  but  was  displeased  with  both  the  major 
candidates. 

"You  have  to  go  with  what  you  have,"  he  said.  "You 
didn't  have  much  to  choose  from."

Most  people  put  up  Christmas  trees  and  decorations  after 
Thanh sgiving,  but  in  Natchitoches,  the  decorating  starts  after  Halloween. 

All  the  preparation  goes  into  making  the  annual  Christmas  Festival  a 
sparkl  ng,  smell  good,  special  time  for  people  of  all  ages. 

The  2004  Festival  started  Nov.  20.  when  Miss  City  of  Lights,  Lauren 
O'Kelh,  officially  turned  on  the  lights  on  Front  Street.  O'Kelly  is  a  senior 
secon  jary  education  major  at  NSU.  There  was  also  a  small  fireworks  display  and  "Holiday  Open  House"  for 
the  Downtown  Historic  District  Business  Association. 

The  following  weekend,  Dec.  3  and  4,  Natchitoches  was  host  to  over  100,000  people.  Visitors  and 
Natch  toches  residents  enjoyed  arts,  crafts,  food  vendors,  live  entertainment  on  the  Fleur  de  Lis  Stage, 
fireworks,  a  laser  show  and  more  than  75  lit  set  pieces,  said  Courtney  Hornsby,  Natchitoches  Main  Street 
manager.  New  set  pieces  for  the  2004  festival  included  a  Santa  face,  American  flag,  rotating  ice-skating  rink 
and  a  i  NSU  symbol. 

Several  accommodations  had  to  be  made  to  adjust  for  the  increased  amount  of  people  and  cars  at 
this  year's  festival.  Front  Street  was  closed  to  all  vehicle  traffic  at  6  a.m.  on  Dec  4.  The  Church  Street  Bridge 
and  Second  Street  between  Amulet  and  Lafayette  streets  closed  at  9  a.m.  Vehicle  traffic  was  not  the  only 
conce'n.

Deep  fat  fried,  triple  cheese,  gravy-smothered,  and 
add  bacon,  please! 

Let's  face  the  facts.  It's  cheap  to  eat  what's  bad  for 
us.  We  get  the  message  daily  that  good  nutrition  is  critical 
for  a  healthy  lifestyle,  but  is  it  really  possible  to  have  a  filet 
mignon  diet  on  a  chopped  beef  budget? 

Juanice  Moses,  nutrition  educator  for  the  LSU 
Agriculture  Center,  said  the  answer  is  yes.  The  center  has  a 

detailed  plan  on  how  to  manage  meal  money.  Moses  said  there  are  several  ways  to  save 
money  when  buying  healthy  foods,  and  they  all  center  around  smart  planning. 

She  said  start  by  setting  a  food  budget  and  planning  meals  for  the  week.  Then 
make  a  list  to  help  you  remember  what  you  need  and  keep  you  from  buying  what  you 
do  not.  Check  the  newspaper  for  special  buys  and  coupons.  Moses  said  to  compare  unit 
prices  and  nutrition  labels  of  similar  items  in  the  store. 

Lucy  Dowden,  junior  education  major,  said  she  is  counting  calories  and  cash. 
Dowden  said  she  has  some  hints  when  it  comes  to  eating  healthy  on  a  budget. 
First,  she  tries  not  to  eat  out  often  because  it  can  get  expensive  and  usually  is  not  very 
healthy.  When  she  does  eat  out,  Dowden  said  she  chooses  less  expensive  restaurants 
that  offer  low-fat  choices,  like  Subway  and  Quiznos. 

Amanda  Roberts,  the  clinical  dietician  at  the  Natchitoches  Parish  Hospital,  said 
some  basic  staples,  such  as  beans  and  rice,  provide  good  nutrition,  and  few  calories  and 
grams  of  fat. 

When  buying  meat,  Roberts  said  the  best  choices  are  chicken,  tuna,  turkey  or  loin 
portions  of  pork  and  beef.  She  said  shopping  in  the  evening  is  a  good  idea  because  meat 
markets  often  mark  down  prices  at  the  end  of  the  day.  Roberts  also  said  substituting 
Canadian  bacon  or  imitation  bacon  bits  for  regular  bacon  is  another  good  idea. 
Roberts  said  eating  healthy  can  be  a  little  more  expensive,  but  the  benefits  outweigh  the 
cost. 

"Making  healthy  changes  in  eating  will  save  you  money  down  the  road  in  healthcare  even 
it  it's  a  dollar  more  expensive  now,"  Roberts  said. 

It  is  always  smart  to  be  healthy,  so  keep  these  valuable  tips  in  mind  and  it  will  be  easy 
to  watch  your  wallet  and  your  waistline! 
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Heading  into  the  game  2-1  and  ranked  19th  in  the  nation,  NSU  pulled  out  a  40-35  squeaker  over 
17th  ranked  Appalachian  State. 

The  game  was  played  at  Turpin  Stadium  on  Sept.  25,  2004  on  NSU  Family  Day. 

Appalachian  State  was  the  last  major  test  for  NSU  before  Southland  Conference  play  started  with  the 
Homecoming  game  against  McNeese  State.  Heading  into  the  game  NSU  had  a  21-game  non-conference 
home  winning  streak,  and  ASU  was  the  toughest  opponent  to  challenge  the  record  since  Southern  in  2000. 

NSU  dominated  the  first  half  on  both  sides  of  the  football.  The  Demons  gained  349  yards  to  the 
Mountaineers'  99.  NSU  had  six  possessions,  scored  four  touchdowns  and  a  field  goal  and  had  yet  to  punt 
the  football.  The  Purple  Swarm  shut  down  ASU's  potent  offensive  attack,  holding  them  scoreless  until  a  late 
second  quarter  touchdown  made  the  score  31-7.  However,  that  touchdown  prompted  a  momentum  change 
for  the  Mountaineers. 

The  game  was  a  tale  of  two  halves.  The  late  first-half  touchdown  for  ASU  ignited  their  star 
quarterback,  Richie  Williams.  Williams  threw  for  four  touchdowns  in  the  second  half  and  finished  with  five 
passing  touchdowns  for  368  yards  in  the  air.  Four  of  those  touchdowns  were  to  receiver  Davon  Fowlkes, 
who  finished  with  191  receiving  yards. 

The  Purple  Swarm  that  had  dominated  the  first  half  was  not  able  to  stop  the  ASU  air  attack. 

"There  isn't  much  you  can  do  when  a  quarterback  gets  hot  like  that,"  Scott  Stoker,  NSU  Head  Coach 
said.  "He  just  made  some  very  good  throws." 

Heading  into  the  fourth  quarter,  NSU  was  up  41-20  and  was  looking  to  grind  out  the  clock.  However, 
two  scoring  drives  by  ASU,  including  a  record  89  yard  passing  play,  cut  the  Demons'  lead  to  five. 

After  an  NSU  turnover,  the  Mountaineers  had  the  ball  and  the  chance  to  take  the  lead  with  2:34 
remaining.  After  several  plays  and  a  near  touchdown,  the  Purple  Swarm  sacked  Williams  on  fourth  down  to 
stop  the  threat  and  seal  the  victory. 

The  Demons'  rushing  attack  accounted  for 
381  yards.  The  two-headed  monster  of  Derrick 
Johnese  and  Shelton  Sampson  ran  for  125  and 
actively.  With  SLC  play  just  three 
^)ker  knew  that  the  Demons  had  a 
ways  to  go. 

"It's  not  exactly  how  you  want  to  win  a 
game,  but  we'll  take  it,"  he  said.  "We  have  to  get 
consistent  and  stay  focused."

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Revenge  is  sweet,  especially  after  three  long  years. 

NSU  made  it  to  the  playoffs  two  of  the  last  three  years,  won  23  games  and  was  ranked  as  one  of 
the  elite  teams  in  Division  1-AA  football.  However,  there  was  one  task  they  could  not  complete;  beating 
McNeese  State,  the  three-time  defending  SLC  champion.  On  Oct.  16,  2004,  the  Demons  reversed  this  trend 
and  beat  the  Cowboys  47-14  before  a  homecoming  crowd  at  Turpin  Stadium. 

NSU  entered  the  game  with  a  4-1  record  and  was  ranked  11th  in  the  country.  On  the  flip  side, 
McNeese  was  having  a  down  year  with  a  2-3  record  and  a  two-game  losing  streak.  Despite  their  opposite 
fortunes,  14,591  fans  came  to  watch  an  exciting  game. 

The  Demons  foreshadowed  the  game's  outcome  in  the  first  two  minutes.  The  Purple  Swarm  forced 
a  punt  on  the  Cowboys'  opening  drive,  and  on  NSU's  first  play  from  scrimmage  Shelton  Shampson  scored  a 
31-yard  touchdown.  After  this  drive,  the  Demons  never  looked  back. 

NSU  ended  the  first  quarter  with  a  slim  7-0  lead,  but  they  capped  a  9-play, 
68-yard  drive  with  a  32-yard  touchdown  pass  from  quarterback  Conner  Morel  to  receiver  Ben  Bailey.  After  a 
McNeese  field  goal,  the  Demons  answered  with  another  long  drive  that  ended  with  Derrick  Johnese  scoring 
a  2-yard  touchdown.  NSU  added  a  field  goal  before  half  and  headed  to  the  locker  room  with  a  24-3  lead. 

In  the  second  half,  NSU  continued  its  dominance.  The  Demons  scored  on  their  first  four  possessions 
of  the  half,  including  a  46-yard  touchdown 
run  from  quarterback  Davon  Vinson. 
McNeese  did  score  two  touchdowns,  but 
the  game  was  never  in  question.  The  final 
score  was  NSU  47,  McNeese  17. 

The  Demons  ended  the  game  with 
five  touchdowns,  142  passing  yards  and 
29^ijshinqyards.  The  vaunted  Purple 
Swarm  held  the  Cowboys  to  151  passing 
yarasancfflveyards  rushing.  McNeese's 
rushing  average  was  0.14  yards  per  rush. 
NSU's  formula  of  a  strong  running  game 
and  a  dominating  defense  gave  the  Demons 
their  first  win  in  SLC  play.  The  win  propelled 
them  to  a  No.  9  ranking  in  the  nation.

The  annual  battle  for  Chief  Caddo  had  bigger  stakes  on  the  line  for  NSU:  an  SLC  championship 
and  an  automatic  playoff  berth. 

It  was  a  wild  four  weeks  for  the  Demons  before  the  Stephen  F.  Austin  game.  NSU  lost  two 
straight  on  the  road  to  Nicholls  State  (14-40)  and  to  North  Dakota  State  (17-30).  After  these  losses 
the  Demons  were  in  "must-win"  mode  for  the  rest  of  the  regular  season.  NSU  responded  to  the 
challenge  with  home  victories  over  Texas  State  (44-7)  and  No.  3  Sam  Houston  State  (45-27).  SFA 
was  the  only  team  standing  in  the  way  of  a  title. 

The  first  half  did  not  look  good  for  the  Demons.  SFA  had  an  82-yard  touchdown  pass  and  they 
topped  it  off  with  two  field  goals.  The  Demons  had  chances  to  score,  but  a  fumble  on  the  2-yard  line 
by  Zeigler  and  a  disputed  incomplete  pass  in  the  end  zone  left  the  Demons  trailing  0-13  at  the  half. 

The  deficit  got  bigger  in  the  second  half  when  SFA  padded  their  lead  with  a  field  goal. 
However,  this  was  the  last  time  the  Lumberjacks  lit  up  the  scoreboard.  NSU  responded  like  worthy 
conference  champions  with  a  37-0  run. 

The  tide  turned  with  a  35-yard  run  by  linebacker  Jamall  Johnson  on  a  fake  punt.  NSU 
capitalized  on  the  play  with  a  9-yard  touchdown  by  Derrick  Johnese.  The  Demons  used  the 
momentum  to  score  on  its  next  four  drives,  while  the  Purple  Swarm  held  SFA  scoreless  in  the  second 
half. 

The  star  of  the  game  was  junior  quarterback  Davon  Vinson.  Coach  Stoker  moved  away  from 
the  two-quarterback  system  and  used  him  exclusively  for  the  game.  Vinson  had  his  best  game  of 
the  year,  throwing  for  269  yards  and  a  touchdown.  He  also  ran  for  74  yards  and  had  two  rushing 
touchdowns.  In  total,  Vinson  accounted  for  343  total  yards  of  offense  and  three  scores. 

Cornerback  David  Pittman  also  added  to  the  highlight  reel  with  two  interceptions  for  115 
yards,  including  a  57-yard  return  for  a  touchdown  to  seal  the  victory. 

The  win  gave  NSU  Chief 
Caddo,  a  share  of  the  SLC  title  with 
Sam  Houston  and  a  spot  in  the  16- 
team  1-AA  playoffs.  This  was  the 
Demons'  third  playoff  appearance 
in  four  years  and  its  first  conference 
title  since  1998.

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Despite  the  early  playoff  exit,  the  Demons  still  had  a 


Celeste  Waddell.  mother  of  for- 
mer player  Chris  Waddell,  ran  out 
with  the  Demons  before  the  first 
home  game  of  the  season. 

The  Demons  advanced 
to  the  1-AA  playoffs  for  the 
third  time  in  four  years  against 
a  familiar  foe:  Montana.  This 
was  the  third  straight  time  that 
NSU  was  selected  to  play  the 
Grizzlies  in  the  first  round.  NSU 
did  not  respond  well  to  this 
occurrence  and  lost  the  game 
56-7. 

Montana  dominated  on 
offense  with  268  yards  rushing 
and  275  yards  passing.  The 
Grizzlies  also  held  NSU  to  74 
yards  on  the  ground  and  177  yards  of  total  offense 
memorable  season. 

It  was  a  season  of  ups  and  downs,  but  the  heart  of  this  championship  team  shone  through  when  it 
counted.  The  team  lost  two  consecutive  games  and  was  in  a  position  where  it  had  to  win  out  to  advance 
to  the  playoffs.  The  team  answered  the  challenge  by  not  only  winning,  but  winning  by  a  combined  score 
of  126-50. 

The  SFA  game  summed  up  the  Demons'  determination.  NSU  overcame  a  16-point  deficit  with  an 
int  effort  in  the  second  half.  This  helped  the  Demons  capture  its  first  title  since  1998  and 
jerall. 

NSU  was  also  recognized  by  the  SLC  for  its  successful  year.  The  team  won  several  end-of-season 
awards,  including  Offensive  Player  of  the  Year  (Derrick  Johnese),  Defensive  POTY  (Jamall  Johnson)  and 
Coach  of  the  Year  (Scott  Stoker).  The  Demons  also  had  a  league-best  19  players  on  the  2004  All-SLC 
team. 

NSU  was  shaky  on  the  road  with  a  2-3  record,  but  Turpin  Stadium  was  "home  sweet  home"  for 
the  Demons.  The  team  went  6-0  at  home  and  won  by  an  average  of  31  points.  This  was  NSU's  first 
undefeated  season  at  home  since  2001. 

The  season  to  remember  was  2004.  A  conference  championship,  a  playoff  berth  and  victories 
over  both  McNeese  State  and  SFA  will  propel  the  team  into  next  year.  Also,  with  many  of  the  team's 
players  returning  for  2005,  a  championship  repeat  is  a  possibility.  Fork  'em  Demons!

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Regardless  of  the  sport,  most  of  NSU's  athletes  have  a  superstition  that  they  believe 
helps  them  perform  at  their  highest  level. 

In  the  football  team's  locker  room  there  is  a  large  Demons  athletics  logo.  Ropes  are 
placed  around  the  logo  and  no  one  is  allowed  to  step  on  it  without  repercussion  from  the  team. 
When  asked  about  this  tradition,  Doug  Ireland,  sports  information  director,  said  the  tradition  started 
when  carpet  was  first  laid  in  the  locker  room. 

Baseball  players  are  known  to  have  some  of  the  craziest  superstitions  in  sports,  and  NSU's  baseball 
players  are  no  different. 

Daniel  Lansberry,  pitcher,  does  not  step  on  the  foul  line  before  an  inning  because  he  said  it  brings 
him  bad  luck.  Blake  Jones,  also  a  pitcher  for  the  Demons,  has  a  superstition  of  his  own. 

"I  never  pick  up  the  ball  with  my  bare  hands  at  the  beginning  of  an  inning  because  it  brings  bad  luck 
and  I'll  have  a  bad  game,"  he  said. 

Brandon  Morgan,  second  basemen,  runs  a  combination  of  shuffles,  back  pedals  and  sprints  between 
first  and  second  base  before  a  game. 

"I'll  go  '0-for'  (hitless  in  a  game)  if  I  don't  do  it,"  he  said  "It  gives  me  guaranteed  hits." 

NSU's  baseball  players  are  not  alone  in  their  superstitions.  Members  of  the  tennis  team  also  had  their 
quirks.  Before  every  match,  the  tennis  team  watches  the  movie  "The  Sweetest  Thing"  as  part  of  a  pre- 
match  ritual. 

"One  time  we  didn't  watch  the  movie  and  we  were  beat  pretty  badly,  so  now  we  watch  it  all  the 
time,"  Camila  Paraeo  said. 

Undergarments  play  a  large  part  in  the  superstitions  of  several  NSU  athletes.  Blake  Jones  said  that 
he  wears  the  same  underwear  and  socks  (washed  of  course)  until  he  has  a  bad  game.  When  he  has  a 
bad  outing,  he  switches  to  a  new  set  and  the  process  starts  over.  Amanda  Bennett  of  the  Lady  Demons 
basketball  team  also  wore  the  same  underwear  during  the  team's  2003-2004  championship  season. 

"I  forgot  to  wear  them  during  a  game  against  Sam  Houston  State  and  they  ended  up  making  fifteen 
three-pointers  against  us,"  she  said.  "I  didn't  forget  them  again  after  that  happened."

is  eonsidered  a  sign  of  disrespect. 
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The  Curse  is... 
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The  baseball  team's  hustle  and  determination 
led  to  a  second  place  finish  in  the  SLC. 

NSU  Baseball  team  broke  the  curse.  No, 
not  a  championship  curse,  but  the  curse  of 
getting  past  the  first  round  of  the  Southland 
Conference  Tournament. 

This  was  the  Demons'  12th  consecutive 
tournament  appearance  and  was  previously 
1-10  in  opening  games,  but  that  changed  last 
season.  NSU  was  the  No.  2  seed  in  the  tourney  and  was  one  game  short  of  the  SLC  championship. 

The  Demons  had  a  successful  season  finishing  with  an  overall  record  of  33-23  and  16-9  in 
conference  play.  NSU  finished  second  in  the  conference  behind  first  place  Lamar,  who  won  the  SLC 
tourney. 

NSU  faced  some  tough  opponents  including  Southern  Mississippi,  Jacksonville  State,  Baylor, 
Louisiana-Lafayette,  North  Carolina  and  Louisiana  Tech.  The  Demons  then  beat  the  No.  17  North 
Carolina  Tar  Heels  in  Houston.  NSU  was  also  set  to  play  the  defending  NCAA  National  Champion  Rice 
Owls  but  rain  canceled  the  game. 

Overall  hitting  leaders  for  the  Demons  were  second  baseman  Brandon  Morgan,  infielder  Tigger 
Lyles,  outfielder  Josh  Boop  and  pitcher/outfielder  Rusty  Jones.  Morgan  lead  the  team  with  a  .381 
batting  average  with  41  RBIs  and  75  hits,  while  Lyles  had  the  second  best  of  the  team  with  a  .330 
average  and  34  RBIs.  Boop  had  a  .329  batting  average  with  72  hits  and  42  RBIs  and  Jones  had  a  .317 
batting  average  with  27  RBIs  and  had  fewer  at  bats  than  the  top  three  hitters. 

Leading  pitchers  for  NSU  were  Clayton  Turner,  Russell  Dorton  and  Daniel  Lonsberry.  Clayton 

went  10-3  for  the  Demons  with  a  3.50 
ERA  while  Dorton  went 5-3  with  a 
3.41  ERA.  Lonsberry  went  5-7  with  a 
3.69  ERA. 

The  future  looks  bright  for  the 
Demons  with  the  signing  of  16  new 
players  and  a  new  infield  surface  for 
Brown  Stroud  Field  as  NSU  goes  for  a 
SLC  championship  and  a  playoff  berth

NSU  was  defeated  by  Mississippi  State  in  their  first  match,  but  the  Lady  Demons  met  fan 
expectations  when  they  beat  Air  Force  in  their  second  match  of  the  Hibernia  Bank  Classic. 

Ashley  Hadley  was  among  seven  players  chosen  to  the  Hibernia  Bank  Classic  All- 
Tournament  volleyball  team.  NSU  finished  the  tournament  with  a  win  against  the  hosting  team 
ULL,  but  lost  to  Tulsa  in  the  nightcap. 

In  Shreveport,  Whitney  King  entered  the  NSU  record  book  with  31  kills  in  a  3-1  win  over 
Centenary  in  the  nightcap  of  the  Centenary  Tri-Match.  Assistant  coach  Greg  Brown  said  "King  is 
just  an  amazing  player.  She  hits  the  ball  so  hard  and  so  well." 

Northwestern  hosted  the  McNeese  Cowgirls  and  their  348  fans  in  October.  The  Lady 
Demons  and  the  Cowgirls  battled  it  out  to  the  finish.  In  the  end,  the  Demons  came  out  on  top 
with  a  3-2  win.

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The  NSU  Lady  Demons  served  up  their  best  season 
in  ten  years  in  the  spring  of  2004. 

Their  first  big  win  of  the  season  came  Jan.  30  after 
three  consecutive  match  losses.  NSU  swept  singles  2-5. 
They  rallied  Centenary  for  a  4-2  victory  started  by  Camila 
Prado  with  a  6-0,  6-0  win  at  number  five  (match)  singles. 
The  highlight  was  a  6-3,  6-3  triumph  by  NSU  newcomer 
Magali  Van  Den  Bergh  at  number  three. 

The  Lady  Demons  saw  their  first  home  court  game 
as  they  defeated  Grambling  State  5-2  on  Feb.  15.  Four  Lady  Demons,  Van  Den  Bergh,  Prado,  Anneline 
Zerwick  and  Alexandra  Nieto,  won  both  singles  and  doubles  matches  at  NSU's  Jack  Fisher  Tennis  Complex. 
Van  Den  Bergh  won  the  number  three  singles  match  6-1,  6-2,  and  then  teamed  up  with  Prado  for  an  8-6 
doubles  win.  Eliza  Young,  returning  from  an  injury,  and  Catalina  Villegas  won  8-2  to  give  NSU  a  number 
one  doubles  win. 

On  March  7,  Nieto  and  Prado  sealed  a  triumph  over  Stephen  F.  Austin  with  three-set  singles  wins  to 
give  NSU  a  5-2  victory.  Nieto  won  at  number  five  singles  and  Prado  did  the  same  at  number  six.  NSU  took 
five  of  six  singles  matches.  Zerwick  won  in  the  number  two  singles,  giving  her  four  straight  wins.  She  then 
teamed  up  with  Nieto  for  a  number  two  doubles  win  of  8-6. 

One  week  later,  the  Lady  Demons  beat  McNeese  for  the  first  time  in  ten  years.  Zerwick's  number 
two  singles  win  finalized  the  4-3  victory  for  NSU  and  gave  the  Lady  Demons  a  five-game  winning  streak. 
Zerwick's  game  was  the  thriller  of  the  day,  lasting  three  hours.  At  a  locked  score  of  three-all,  Zerwick  came 
back  in  the  third  set  to  win  three  of  the  last  four  games,  sealing  the  win.  The  win  upped  Zerwick's  winning 
streak  to  seven. 

The  Lady  Demons  won  nine  in  a  row  before  losing  to  Louisiana  Tech  on  April  10.  Tech  gained  a 
5-2  win  over  NSU  after  winning  the  doubles  point  and  four  singles  wins.  NSU's  Zerwick  and  Nieto  won  at 
numbers  two  and  five,  respectively,  but  couldn't  clench  a  singles  sweep  in  the  lineup's  bottom. 

Prado  turned  things  around  the  next  week  with  a  three-hour  win  in  a  singles  match  over  Louisiana- 
Lafayette,  capping  the  regular  season.  NSU  pulled  off  a  4-3  victory,  placing  them  at  the  number  two  seed 
in  the  Southland  Conference  Women's  Tennis  Championships  in  Lake  Charles. 

Four  of  the  Lady  Demons  were  named  to  the  All-SLC  team.  Zerwick,  Nieto  and  Prado  made  the 
All-SLC  team  in  singles  and  doubles,  and  Van  Den  Bergh  won  second-team  doubles  honors.  Zerwick  was 
also  named  to  the  SLC  All-Academic  Team.  While  keeping  an  impressive  3.95  grade  point  average,  Zerwick 
posted  an  overall  record  of  14-4,  the  best  season  of  her  career. 

This  group  of  Lady  Demons  led  the  team  to  a  second-place  finish  in  the  SLC  with  an  overall  record 
of  14-4,  a  feat  coach  Willie  Paz  must  be  proud  of.

Do  you  ever  reminisce  about  your  playing  days  in  high  school? 

If  you  do  then  try  out  what  hundreds  of  NSU  students  participate  in  every  year:  intramural  sports. 

The  Intramural  Department  provides  athletic  competition  for  practically  everyone  associated  with  NSU. 

"Undergraduate  and  graduate  students  and  even  faculty  and  staff  can  participate  in  IM  sports  on 
campus,"  Chad  Givens,  IM  director  said.  "The  Louisiana  School  also  plays  with  us  as  well." 

The  IM  season  is  highlighted  by  four  major  sports;  flag  football  and  volleyball  in  the  fall  and  basketball 
and  softball  in  the  spring.  Each  sport  is  also  divided  into  a  men's  league,  a  women's  league  and  a  co- 
recreational  league. 

Each  organization  is  awarded  points  on  how  they  place  in  each  sport.  The  organization  that  has  the 
most  points  at  the  end  of  the  year  is  awarded  the  coveted  Demon  Cup.  The  2004  winner  was  Pi  Kappa  Phi 
Fraternity. 

The  IM  department  advances  the  top  teams  in  each  division  to  the  playoffs.  After  the  campus  playoffs, 
the  winning  team  advances  to  the  state  tournament.  In  the  fall  of  2002,  the  flag  football  and  volleyball 
tournaments  were  held  at  NSU.  This  year  the  tournament  was  held  at  the  University  of  New  Orleans. 

"NSU  helps  out  each  campus  champion  by  paying  the  entry  fee,  transportation  costs  and  hotel  rooms 
for  the  tournament,"  Givens  said. 

The  lucky  teams  who  win  state  advance  further. 
NSU  has  had  one  team  advance  to  the  national  tournament 
in  flag  football  and  softball.  The  team's  name  was 
"Cornbread,"  and  they  placed  third  in  co-rec  football  in  2003 
and  won  the  co-rec  softball  tournament  in  2003  and  2004 
at  the  University  of  Louisiana  at  Monroe. 

"We  swept  through  the  pool  play  portion  of  the 
(softball)  tournament,  winning  by  an  average  of  fifteen 
runs,"  Brandon  Buscato,  team  member,  said.  "The  entire 
team  played  well  and  we  could  not  have  done  this  without 
the  continued  support  of  Aramark  here  on  the  campus  of 
NSU."

Activities  Center  will  benefit  IM  athletics  and  its  participants 
for  years  to  come.  Basketball,  which  is  the  most  popular  IM 
sport  on  campus,  will  finally  have  a  home  for  its  season.

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If  you  are  too  short  for  basketball,  if  football  is  a  little  rough  for  you  or  if  you  are  looking 
for  a  new  experience,  check  out  one  of  NSU's  club  sports.  These  unique  club  sports  allow 
students  the  freedom  to  enjoy  the  camaraderie  that  comes  with  being  on  a  team  and  the 
enjoyment  of  participating  in  sports  that  interest  them.  Team  sports  at  NSU  are  hockey,  soccer, 
crew,  flight  team  and  the  latest  addition  to  the  roster,  lacrosse. 

Many  students  who  participate  in  club  sports  are  looking  for  different  experiences. 
Normandy  Fox,  a  sophomore  crew  member  said,  "It  seemed  like  a  fun  and  easy  way  to  take  a 
part  in  school  activities." 

Many  have  taken  part  in  other  sports  like  baseball  and  basketball  but  are  looking 
to  explore  other  sports.  Club  sports  offer  a  unique  blend  of  activities  that  are  new  to  most 
students.  Club  sports  such  as  crew  and  hockey  offer  native  residents  of  the  South  a  new  and 
exciting  opportunity  to  experience  some  common  recreational  activities  of  the  North. 

Club  sports  are  organized  by  an  instructor  or  a  group  of  students  interested  in  pursuing 
the  sport  and  must  go  through  an  application  process  and  SGA  review  before  approval  as 
a  club  sport.  They  set  themselves  apart  from  school-sponsored  sports  because  they  do 
not  depend  upon  the  school  for  funding.  According  to  the  club  sports  Web  site,  the  club  is 
responsible  for  providing  most  of  the  funding  for  activities.  Club  sports  receive  a  small  stipend 
from  the  school,  but  they  depend  mostly  on  fundraisers  and  donations  to  operate. 

Members  of  club  sports  often  get  creative  in  order  to  raise  money  for  the  fees  needed  in 
order  to  participate  in  events.  Most  club  sports  require  dues,  and  some  teams  work  concession 
stands  at  football  games  to  raise  money. 

For  the  majority  of  club  sports,  it  is  necessary  to  travel  in  order  to  compete  with  other 
teams.  The  hockey  team  must  often  travel  to  Texas  and  Oklahoma  for  games,  according  to 
the  scheduled  games  on  their  Web  site.  Crew  team  member  Fox  said  the  crew  team  travels 
to  Pennsylvania,  Texas  and  Tennessee  in  order  to  compete.  According  to  the  Northwestern 
State  University  hockey  team  Web  site,  "In  2002  the  NSU  IHC  joined  the  Southwest  Collegiate 
Hockey  League  and  began  league  play  against  other  universities  from  Texas,  Oklahoma  and 
Louisiana." 

Students  who  participate  in  club  sports  are  dedicated  to  their  sports.  They  balance 
strenuous  training  schedules  with  school  commitments.  According  to  the  NSU  crew  Web  site, 
"The  students  on  the  team  balance  rigorous  academic  lives,  wake  up  at  early  hours  to  train, 
and  travel  to  distant  parts  of  the  country  to  race."  They  compete  for  the  joy  of  competition  and 
represent  the  spirit  that  everyone  has  a  place  in  NSU  sports. 
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The  Demons  soccer  team  had  a  slow  start  to  the  2004  season  but  finished  up 
strong  by  tearing  through  Southland  Conference  opponents  winning  eight  of  their  12 
games  of  league  play  and  finishing  with  an  overall  record  of  11-11. 

In  a  season  in  which  saw  the  Demons  play  at  night  for  the  first  time  thanks  to 
newly  installed  lights  illuminating  the  Demon  Soccer  Complex,  sixth-year  Demon  head 
coach  Jimmy  Mitchell  got  his  team  to  their  sixth  Southland  Conference  appearance  in  the 
tournament's  eight  years  of  existence. 

The  Demons  ended  the  season  with  a  tough  2-1  double  overtime  win  against 
conference  opponent  Louisiana-Monroe.  This  propelled  them  to  a  6-1  route  of  the  Nicholls 
State  Colonels  in  the  first  round  of  the  SLC  Tournament,  setting  a  new  tournament  single- 
game  record  for  goals. 

Unfortunately,  the  Demons  fell  to  the  Texas  State  Bobcats  with  a  score  of  3-2  in  the 
semifinals  because  of  a  controversial  call  on  a  Bobcats  goal  that  came  late  in  the  game. 

The  2004  Demons'  roster  included  nine  members  who  were  picked  for  the  2004 
All-SLC  Soccer  Team  which  is  chosen  by  the  league  coaches  and  sports  information 
directors.  Junior  defender  Ashley  Hadley,  with  two  game  winning  goals  this  season,  and 
junior  defender  Tara  Powasnik,  with  two  goals  for  the  year,  were  both  chosen  for  first  team 
selections.

to  Team's  Success 


The  Demon  Softball  team  finished  the  2004  season  with  a  winning  record  but  fell  one  gar 
securing  a  spot  in  the  regional  championship  tournament. 

"I  just  wish  we  could've  gone  a  little  bit  further/'  starting  catcher  Krystle  Nichols  said.  "If 
get  to  where  you  want,  you  always  want  to  go  further." 

The  team  finished  with  an  overall  record  of  35-28  and  a  14-12  record  in  the  Southland  Conference. 
"Overall,  I  think  it  was  a  pretty  good  season,"  Nichols  said.  "I  think  as  a  team  we  gelled  really  well 
and  we  played  really  well." 

Third  baseman  Lindsay  Leftwich  agreed  that  the  season  went  well  and  credited  some  of  her  freshman 
teammates  with  major  contributions. 

"We  had  kids  come  in  that  shouldn't  have  even  been  playing  that  made  a  huge  impact  for  us," 
Leftwich  said.  "We  had  a  freshman  pitcher  (Amie  Ford)  win  20  games.  She  broke  a  school  record." 

Such  young  talent  will  be  crucial  to  the  success  of  the  program  in  coming  seasons.  The  team  lost 
five  four-year  starters  after  the  2004  season,  and  head  coach  Eileen  Shmidt  left  the  team  for  a  position  in 
Kentucky.  Shmidt's  resignation  marked  the  fourth  head  coaching  change  for  the  program  in  five  years.  First- 
time  head  coach  Mike  "Pooch"  Perniciaro  replaced  her. 

"It  seems  like  every  couple  of  years  coaches  have  moved  on.  But  the  kids  seem  to  be  adjusting  well 
right  now,  and  I'm  pretty  easy  to  get  along  with,"  Perniciaro  said.  "I'll  stay  as  long  as  they'll  have  me." 

Leftwich  said  she  looks  forward  to  working 
with  Perniciaro  and  hopes  the  team  will  be 
able  to  correct  last  season's  mistakes. 

"I  think  that  there  were  a  few 
disappointments  in  the  fact  that  we 
definitely  lost  to  teams  we  shouldn't  have 
lost  to,"  Leftwich  said.  "We  played  down 
to  their  level.  We  didn't  play  at  the  same 
intensity  level  the  whole  time.  But  overall, 
we  saw  good  things  happen.  We  beat  top 
25  teams  so  if  we  beat  the  teams  we're 
supposed  to  beat  along  with  beating  the  big 
teams,  then  we're  good  to  go."

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The  NSU  Lady  Demons  had  a  Cinderella  season  as  the  basketball  team  won  two  championships 

and  earned  a  berth  in  the  NCAA  Tournament. 

The  magical  season  began  when  NSU  defeated  Ball  State  and  continued  with  a  12-game 
winning  streak  in  Southland  Conference  play.  The  Lady  Demons  also  played  some  opponents  in 
the  ACC  and  SEC  as  NSU  tried  to  pull  off  the  upset  against  Duke,  Arkansas  and  Auburn,  but  did 
not  have  much  success.  Despite  those  losses,  the  Lady  Demons  finished  the  2003-04  season  24-6 
overall  and  14-2  in  conference  play. 

The  magical  ride  peaked  when  the  Lady  Demons  won  the  SLC  regular  season  championship 
against  Stephen  F.  Austin  in  Nacogdoches,  Texas.  This  marked  the  first  sweep  of  SFA  since  the 
1985-86  season,  while  it  was  the  Lady  Demons'  third  SLC  regular  season  championship. 

Besides  clinching  the  SLC  regular  season  championship,  the  Lady  Demons  locked  up  the 
No.  1  seed  for  the  SLC  tournament  championship  with  a  berth  in  the  NCAA  tourney  on  the  line. 

NSU  rolled  through  the  tournament  and  beat  the  University  of  Texas  Arlington  in  the  finals 
to  win  their  first  SLC  tournament  championship.  The  SLC  tourney  championship  was  the  first 
for  NSU  in  nine  appearances  and  their  first  trip  to  the  NCAA  Tournament  since  an  at-large  bid  in 
1989. 

On  the  next  day,  the  Lady  Demons  found  out  they  would  be  playing  the  Duke  Blue  Devils 
in  Cameron  Indoor  Stadium  in  Durham,  North  Carolina,  in  the  first  round.  NSU  played  Duke  earlier 
in  the  season  in  Shreveport,  but  lost  105-53. 

Even  though  the  deck  was  stacked  against  the  Lady  Demons,  NSU  was  optimistic 

about  the  trip  to  Cameron  Indoor  Stadium  and  the  chance  to 
play  in  the  NCAA  Tournament. 

The  Lady  Demons  had  the  mindset  of  beating  the 
Blue  Devils  at  any  cost. 

The  NSU  women's  basketball  team  met  most  of 
their  goals  this  season  but  could  not  meet  this  one.  The  Blue 
Devils  defeated  the  Lady  Demons  103-51  and  knocked  NSU 
out  of  the  NCAA  Tournament. 

The  season  ended  on  a  loss  for  NSU,  but  this 
magical  season  will  go  down  in  the  record  books  and  wiil 
be  remembered  as  one  of  the  greatest  for  the  Lady  Demon 
basketball  program.

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The  Louisiana  Scholars'  College,  Louisiana's  only  state-recognized  honors  college,  has  been  an 
influential  presence  on  NSU's  campus  since  1987.  This  year  Scholars'  students  and  faculty  welcomed  a  new 
director. 

Political  science  professor  Greg  Granger  is  the  acting  director  of  the  college  after  the  former  director 
Betsy  Cochran. 

"The  transition  has  been  challenging  because  the  Scholars'  courses  have  a  different  structure  than 
what  I  am  used  to,"  Granger  said.  "But,  I  am  learning  and  enjoying  my  time  here.  The  people  in  the  Scholars' 
College  have  been  very  welcoming  and  helpful  in  making  the  transition  smoother." 

Granger  said  the  Scholars'  College  offers  liberal  arts  classes  such  as  language,  history,  literature 
and  includes  a  science  curriculum  that  is  very  selective.  Students  are  selected  out  of  high  school  based 
on  an  ACT  score  of  25  or  above,  high  school  GPA  of  a  3.0  or  better,  letters  from  their  teachers  or  guidance 
counselors  and  an  essay  on  why  they  want  to  be  in  the  Scholars'  College.  Granger  said  the  current  student 
average  ACT  score  is  approximately  25  to  30. 

Once  students  have  been  selected  to  the  college,  their  core  courses  are  taught  through  Scholars'. 
One  of  the  core  classes  is  called  Text  and  Traditions,  which  include  an  intensive  study  of  history,  Western 
tradition,  literature,  science  and  philosophy. 

Granger  said  many  of  the  classes  are  smaller  and  in  seminar  format  for  students  to  come  prepared  to 
discuss  the  assigned  material. 

Granger  said  the  students  in  the  Scholars'  College  have  two  options  in  selecting  a  major.  Scholars'  students 
can  pursue  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  Liberal  Arts  with  a  concentration  in  one  of  the  four  areas:  humanities 
and  social  thought,  scientific  inquiry,  foreign  language  and  fine  and  performing  arts.  The  Scholars'  College 
also  has  agreements  with  other  colleges  and  departments  on  campus  so  that  Scholars'  students  can  select 
a  traditional  major. 

When  Scholars'  students  select  a  traditional  major,  students  continue  to  take  Scholars'  core  curriculum 
rather  than  the  University  core. 

"We're  proud  to  be  part  of  NSU's  academic  and  civic  life,  and  we  work  toward  solid  working  relations 
with  the  rest  of  the  University,"  Granger  said.  "What  differentiates  Scholars'  from  the  rest  of  the  campus  is 
its  honors-level  selective  admissions  process,  its  honor-level  curriculum  and  its  dedication  to  small,  seminar- 
type  classes  in  which  the  undergraduate  can  develop  strong  critical  thinking,  discussion  and  writing  skills." 
Freshman  biology  and  English  major  Kristen  Cholley  and  freshman  biology  major  David  Ford  said  they 

have  enjoyed  the  personal  interaction 
with  their  professors  and  the  faster  pace 
of  the  classes. 

"The  smaller  classes  in  the  Scholars' 
College  allow  me  to  reach  my  full  potential," 
Cholley  said.  "I  believe  this  (Scholars' 
College)  is  truly  a  great  stepping  stone  to 
graduate  school."

Throughout  elementary  school,  almost  every  student 
could  not  wait  until  his  or  her  class  took  a  field  trip.  Going 
to  symphonies,   planetariums  or  museums  gave  students 
something  to  look  forward  to  throughout  the  year. 
Just  because  those  days  are  gone  does  not  mean  that 


field  trips  are  things  of  the  past.  Several  departments  at  NSU 
continued  the  tradition  of  learning  outside  the  classroom  by 
sponsoring  trips. 

Family  and  consumer  sciences  students,  theater 
students  and  journalism  students  traveled  to  New  York  for 
additional  learning. 

Fashion  merchandising  students  participated  in  the 
New  York  Merchandising  Study  Tour. 

The  program  is  designed  to  expose  students  to  the 
fashion  industry.    It  allows  students  to  observe  the  many  cultural  aspects  of  a  metropolitan 
city,  Bette  Howell,  assistant  professor  of  family  and  consumer  sciences,  said. 

During  the  trip,  the  students  toured  the  fashion  showrooms  of  designers  Oscar  de 
la  Renta,  Carol  Little  and  many  others.  They  also  toured  the  Liz  Claiborne  manufacturing 
facilities. 

Theater  students  did  some  touring  of  their  own  while  in  New  York.  Pia  Wyatt,  head  of 
the  dance  program,  said  the  students  were  given  a  privileged  tour  of  the  Metropolitan  Opera 
House  and  attended  Broadway  shows. 

"The  ability  to  see  the  'Big  Apple,'  to  see  shows  on  Broadway  could  change  a  student's 
belief  in  their  worth,  and  can  encourage  them  to  become  a  performer  or  make  them  realize 
that  there  are  more  jobs  in  theater  than  just  acting,"  Wyatt  said. 

Attending  a  Broadway  show  was  on  the  "to  do  list"  for  some  of  the  journalism  students 
while  in  New  York. 

Mary  Brocato,  Potpourri  adviser,  selected  five  members  of  the  yearbook  staff  to  attend 
the  College  Media  Association  convention.  During  the  convention,  the  members  were  required 
to  attend  four  sessions  per  day,  Brocato  said.  Afterwards,  the  students  visited  Times  Square, 
rode  on  the  subways  and  even  witnessed  a  large  protest  march. 

Leslie  Westbrook,  a  senior  journalism  major,  watched  as  thousands  of  people  protested 
everything  from  President  Bush,  to  the  War  in  Iraq  and  abortion. 

Westbrook  said  the  experience  was  overwhelming  and  inspirational. 

Some  NSU  students  even  traveled  outside  the  country.  A  trip  to  Europe  was  required 
of  all  travel  and  tourism  students  with  concentrations  in  hospitality  management,  Lynn  Woods, 
associate  professor  of  hospitality  and  management,  said. 

Last  year's  itinerary  included  famous  London  sites,  the  castles  and  streets  of  the 
Bohemian  colony  in  Budapest  and  Austria  and  Germany.  The  group  even  visited  Hitler's  lair, 
Woods  said.

Being  a  freshman  in  college  can  be  an  intimidating  experience 
to  say  the  least. 

Many  freshmen  find  themselves  on  their  own  in  a  strange 
new  environment  for  the  first  time  in  their  lives.  But  fortunately, 
NSU  students  have  the  option  of  attending  Freshman  Connection, 
a  two-day  summer  program  designed  to  ready  students  for  the 
coming  semester. 

Students  who  go  through  Freshman  Connection  are  led  by 
upperclassmen,  called  Connectors,  who  guide  them  through  the

Carrie  Beth  Burns,  another  second-year  Connector  majoring 
in  hospitality  management  and  tourism,  said:  "Freshman  Connection  is  your  first  step  to  getting  to  know 
the  other  students  that  are  in  your  freshman  class  and  getting  to  know  some  more  people  on  campus, 
like  advisers  and  different  organizations.  So  it's  your  first  way  to  kind  of  see  what  Northwestern  is  all 
about." 

Tipton  said  the  Connectors  attempt  to  blend  teaching  freshmen  about  NSU  with  showing  them  a 
good  time. 

Michael  Paul  Manuel,  a  freshman  from  Carencro,  had  only  positive  things  to  say  about  his  recent 
Connection  experience. 

"It  was  fun,"  Manuel  said.  "I  ended  up  meeting  a  guy 
that  didn't  have  a  roommate,  and  I  didn't  have  one  either. 
So  I  ended  up  rooming  with  him,  and  now  we're  good 
friends.  I  met  a  lot  of  people  that  I  didn't  know."

The  tower,  the  gray,  metal  structure  behind  the  Student  Union,  the  numerous 
ropes  and  logs  behind  the  track,  and  the  glass  building  beside  Williamson  -  what  do 
these  things  have  in  common? 

Since  no  one  has  any  idea  what  these  things  are  used  for,  idle  chatter  has  led 
to  many  misconceptions  about  their  exact  purposes  on  campus. 

The  tower  with  the  traditional  purple  Northwestern  "N"  across  from  the  Creative 
and  Performing  Arts  building,  was  once  a  smokestack  that  worked  in  conjunction 
with  the  old  generator  in  the  building  beside  it.  Nothing  functions  within  the  tower 
anymore,  and  it  was  put  out  of  commission  a  long  time  ago,  but  it  still  stands  proudly 
in  the  middle  of  campus.  Why?  Chris  Sampite,  director  of  the  Physical  Plant,  said 
that  it  hasn't  been  torn  down  because  it  is  "part  of  campus  history." 

The  mysterious  glass  building  beside  Williamson  Hall  is  a  greenhouse  that  is 
being  renovated.  Michael  Bodri,  professor  of  biology,  said  that  new  vent  openers, 
heaters  and  evaporative  coolers  are  being  added  with  a  $16,000  grant  that  was 
awarded  to  revamp  all  of  the  greenhouses  on  campus.  Bodri  and  a  couple  of 
work-study  students  have  the  greenhouses  well  on  their  way  to  becoming  major 
educational  facets  of  the  campus.  Bodri  hopes  the  greenhouse  by  Williamson  can 
be  used  in  a  plant  rescue  program  once  it  is  complete.  He  added  that  it  would  be  a 
good  "way  to  provide  services"  from  our  campus. 

Students  from  ages  8-18  can  go  to  outer  space  by  simply  visiting  the  gray 
building  behind  the  Student  Union.  Camp  Discovery:  An  Adventure  in  Space  Science 
takes  place  here  every  summer.  Students  have  a  chance  to  take  simulated  trips  to 
Mars,  the  moon  and  an  orbiting  space  station.  The  Centrex  building,  which  stands 
for  "central  exchange,"  used  to  be  the  location  of  the  campus'  central  telephone 
system.  The  building  also  ran  all  of  the  clocks  on  campus. 

In  conjunction  with  Camp  Discovery,  the  ropes  and  logs  behind  the  track  are 
used  to  heighten  the  students'  experiences  at  the  camp.  The  course  is  called  the 
Operational  Advantage  Challenge  Course  or  the  OACC.  There  are  two  distinct  parts 
of  the  course.  Alliance  Compressors,  a  business  on  the  Natchitoches  bypass,  built 
one  side  for  leadership  training,  and  the  Space  Science  Group  constructed  the  other 
side  for  Camp  Discovery.  Richard  Manion,  instructor  of  computer  skills  classes,  said 
the  two  groups  make  sure  they  respect  the  boundaries  by  not  crossing  onto  each 
other's  side.  He  said  the  camp  encourages  "working  as  a  team"  and  also  helps  to 
build  trust  among  the  different  groups  of  students. 

With  the  mysteries  of  campus  unraveled,  students  may  rest  a  little  easier.

he  said.  "She  loves  me  a  lot.  Every  time  I  come  home,  she  lets  me  know.  It's  nice. 

But  Williams  is  not  talking  about  his  girlfriend.  He's  referring  to  Sophie,  his  dog  and 
roommate.  For  Williams,  as  well  as  many  other  NSU  students,  having  a  pet  is  a  source  of  comfort 
and  companionship,  offering  a  bit  of  relief  from  the  stress  of  classes  and  homework. 

"She's  like  a  Jack  Russell  mix.  I  don't  really  know.  Just  a  full  breed  mutt  I  guess,"  Williams 
said,  referring  to  Sophie.  "I  got  her  from  a  neighbor  of  (philosophy  professor)  Dr.  Snowden's." 

Junior  hospitality  management  and  tourism  major  Brandon  Chauvin  acquired  his  dog 
•Bean  under  similar  circumstances.  When  their  dog  had  puppies,  a  friend's  family  offered  one  to 
Chauvin. 

"They  just  gave  her  to  me.  She's  a  mutt,  so  they  couldn't  sell  her,"  he  said. 

Chauvin  was  looking  to  fill  the  gap  left  by  the  death  of  his  previous  dog,  a  pit  bull  named 
Adolph. 

"Once  he  was  gone,  it  was  kind  of  lonely  around  the  house,"  Chauvin  said.  "So  we  had  to 
get  another  dog,  to  get  some  more  craziness  going." 

And  the  "craziness"  level  of  Chauvin's  home  is  sure  to  increase  soon,  when  Bean  contributes 
a  litter  of  puppies  to  the  already  crowded  household  of  three  people,  a  dog  and  a  cat. 

"Get  your  dog  spayed  or  neutered,"  Chauvin  said.  "I  have  no  idea  what  these  puppies  are 
going  to  look  like.  They  might  be  like  big  rats." 

While  Williams  and  Chauvin  agree  that  dogs  are  superior  pets,  junior  general  studies  major 
Ashley  Crawford  believes  cats  to  be  better  companions.  She  and  her  roommate  currently  have 
two  felines:  Ziggy  and  Oliver. 

"I  grew  up  with  cats  and  had  dogs,  too.  But  I  had  a  whole  lot  of  cats,"  Crawford  said.  "Cats 
are  easier  to  take  care  of.  They're  low  maintenance." 

"We  got  the  first  one  just  because  it's  nice  having  a  cat  around  the  house,  just  chilling.  And 
then  we  got  the  second  one  because  the  first  one  was  spastic  and  would  not  leave  us  alone,"  she 
said. 

Despite  all  the  benefits  pets  offer,  all  three  of  these  students  will  readily  admit  that  every 
pet  comes  with  its  own  set  of  problems  and  responsibilities. 

"They  tear  up  furniture,  like  right  over  there,"  Crawford  said,  pointing  to  a  partially  mutil* 
sofa  arm.  "But  I  haven't  had  a  flea  problem.  I've  probably  seen  like  one  flea." 

For  these  students,  however,  coping  with  the  difficulties  of  owning  a  pet  is  well  worth 

Crawford  said,  "They  can  be  really  sweet  sometimes.  It's  just  nice  waking  up  in  the  morning 
and  they're  laying  on  your  legs,  that's  a  nice  feeling.  They  just  kind  of  form  to  your  body  and  it's 
cozy."  She  paused,  then  laughed  as  she  added,  "That's  really  all  they're  good  for." 
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NSU's  computer  information  systems  program  can  claim  to  be  the  best  in  the  nation. 

The  CIS  program  has  been  around  since  the  mid-1990s.  Students  in  the  curriculum  can  major 
in  either  Web  Development  or  Application  Development. 

State  Farm,  JC  Penney  and  Wal-Mart  consider  NSU's  CIS  program  one  of  the  best  in  the  nation, 
and  they  actively  recruit  graduates.  The  program  began  to  take  prominence  with  the  introduction  of 
new  faculty  members. 

"We  have  a  tremendous,  hard-working  faculty  that  inspires  our  hard-working  students,"  Jack 
Russell,  CIS  coordinator,  said. 

The  hard  work  of  the  students  in  the  CIS  program  was  evident  when  it  came  to  national 
competitions.  Every  April,  the  Association  of  Information  Technology  Professionals  (A.I.T.P.)  holds  a 
national  conference  and  competition.  NSU  has  been  the  four-time  defending  national  champion  in 
systems  analysis  since  2001.  NSU  has  competed  against  schools  like  Purdue,  Tennessee,  Texas  A&M 
and  LSU. 

CIS  students  and  faculty  said  practice  is  the  key  to  the  program's  success. 

"One  month  before  the  conferences  begin,  the  faculty  gives  us  problem  statements  to  practice 
with,"  James  Marsh,  senior  CIS  major,  said. 

Joel  Worley,  dean  of  the  College  of  Business,  said:  "The  faculty  comes  in  to  work  at  night  and 
they  teach  extra  classes  for  the  students.  Even  the  students  request  the  extra  classes  and  work  to 


In  April  2004,  the  A.I.T.P.  National  Conference  was  held  in  Omaha,  Nebraska.  NSU  won  first 
place  in  systems  analysis,  COBOL  programming  and  database  design.  Even  though  NSU  was  one  of 
over  100  teams  competing,  it  captured  one-third  of  the  awards. 

"Now  everyone  at  the  competitions  knows  about  NSU,"  Russell  said. 

Worley  said:  "If  we  won  one  championship,  people  could  say  we  were  just  lucky.  When  you  win 
four  in  a  row,  it  shows  that  you  have  quality  students." 

In  the  end,  the  competitions  were  beneficial  to  the  students.  Representatives  from  the  country's 
top  companies  came  to  scout  the  best  competitors.  Prize  money  was  also  awarded  to  winning 
students. 

"The  prize  money  is  a  nice  incentive,  but  in  the  end,  the  competitions  are  a  great  way  to  make

"I  consider  this  more  than  my  job;  it  is  a  labor  of 
love,"  Webb  said. 

Although  Webb  is  occupied  daily  with  telephone 
calls  and  meetings,  he  always  finds  time  to  exercise  and 
attend  school  events. 

Webb  is  currently  involved  with  many  organizations 
;uch  as  the  Rotary  Club,  the  Natchitoches  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  and  he  is  a  member  of  the  First  Baptist  Church 
choir.  He  looks  for  ways  to  make  NSU  represented  and 
recognized  throughout  Natchitoches.  Webb  does  this  by 
attending  community  events  and  creating  partnerships 
with  the  city. 

Webb  said  the  University  is  making  many  changes 
to  improve  student  life. 

"We  need  to  be  expanding  our  mission  through  creating  greater  variety  of  degrees, 
continued  funds  for  construction  and  new  admissions  criteria,"  Webb  said. 

The  new  admissions  criteria  that  will  go  into  effect  in  2005  will  include  higher  test 
scores  and  GPA  requirements. 

"It  will  be  a  pivotal  year  because  students  will  be  better  prepared  for  college,  but 
enrollment  might  decrease,"  Webb  said. 

Webb  also  mentioned  he  plans  to  work  towards  improving  every  facet  of  the  University 
according  to  student  surveys.  Webb  said  new  student  housing  will  be  built  next  fall  along 
with  enhanced  lighting  and  property  control  with  cameras.  Another  of  Webb's  goals  is  to 
make  all  degree  programs  available  at  a  doctorate  level. 

Webb  said  that  his  wife,  Brenda  Webb,  contributes  greatly  to  the  University  although 
she  is  not  paid. 

"She  does  her  job  in  a  gracious  manner  and  is  the  best  counselor,"  Webb  said. 
Mrs.  Webb  said,  "I  prefer  'First  Mother'  over  'First  Lady.'"  She  admires  her  husband  and 
wants  to  be  a  good  listener  for  him. 

"It  is  a  privilege  to  interact  with  students  or  the,  lifeblood  of  the  university,'  Mrs. 
Webb  said.  "Students  keep  me  focused  and  energized  to  remind  me  of  why  I  am  here." 

The  First  Mother  advised  students  to  get  involved  with  school  activities  and  seek  out 
sources  of  support  such  as  tutoring.  First  Mother  Webb  has  an  open  door  policy  to  always 
dole  out  comforting  advice.

You've  seen  it  around  campus:  the  free  snow  cones  and  ice  cream,  people  giving 
out  maps  and  directions,  free  food  at  the  BCM. 

Various  organizations  around  campus  participated  in  these  activities  in  an  effort  to 
make  new  students  feel  welcome  and  to  remind  old  students  that  they  are  home  again. 

Welcome  week  and  move-in  day  are  always 
hectic  times  for  students.  They  have  to  move  and 
unpack,  do  last-minute  shopping  for  forgotten  items, 
stand  in  long  fee  payment  lines  and  find  a  way  to  eat 
until  Iberville  opens  on  the  first  day  of  classes.

As  more  and  more  young  men  and 
women  decide  to  seek  a  higher  education, 
universities  must  adapt  to  provide  them  with 
the  instruction  and  technology  they  require 
without  sacrificing  basic  student  needs  such 
as  adequate  roads,  parking  and  housing. 
NSlll  is  constantly  evolving  to  do  just  that. 
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For  students  who  think  traditional 
dormitories  are  becoming  outdated,  a  new 
opt  on  will  be  available  in  the  fall.  Director  of 
Au>  iliary  Services  Jennifer  L.  Anderson  said  a 
"modified  residence  hall"  will  offer  students  a  cross  between  an  apartment  complex  and  a  dormitory. 

The  new  facility  will  offer  126  single  occupancy,  two  bedroom,  two  bathroom  units  and  30  double 
occjpancy,  two  bedroom,  two  bathroom  units.  Anderson  said  each  suite  will  also  have  a  mini-kitchen  with 
a  rrjicrowave  and  refrigerator. 

"Most  kids  that  come  to  school  today  have  their  own  private  bathrooms  at  home  or  only  share 
with  one  sibling,  and  not  six  or  eight  different  people,"  Anderson  said.  "So  the  traditional  down-the-hall 
bat  iroom  residence  halls  are  being  torn  down  all  over  the  state." 

The  new  hall,  which  will  be  located  between  the  Health  and  RE.  Majors  Building  and  the  Teacher  Education 
Certer,  will  also  have  an  outdoor  swimming  pool  and  recreation  area. 

Other  improvements  on  campus  may  be  smaller  but  will  certainly  be  appreciated  by  students.  These 
will  include  parking  lot  and  road  renovations  as  well  as  the  development  of  new  parking  lots. 

Chris  Sampite,  NSU's  physical  plant  director,  said  his  department  constructed  a  new  overflow  parking 
lot  ast  summer,  adding  95  parking  spaces.  The  Sabine  Hall  lot  has  also  received  45  new  spaces,  and  a  new 
lot  s  under  construction  near  the  new  Wellness,  Recreation  and  Activity  Center  to  support  the  additional 
par  cing  needs  of  the  facility  as  well  as  to  offer  more  student  parking. 

Sampite  said  there  are  plans  to  modify  or  overhaul  the  parking  lots  of  Rapides  Hall,  Warren  Easton 
Hal  and  the  Health  &  RE.  Majors  Building  over  the  summer  of  2005. 

The  Physical  Plant  has  also  installed  50  new  streetlights  and  made  $75,000  worth  of  sidewalk 
improvements  over  the  last  year.  The  department  is  also  replacing  the  underground  power  cables  on 
campus. 

"There  are  a  lot  of  little  things.  A  lot  of  it's  just  maintenance,"  Sampite  said. 

But  some  campus  improvements  are  heard  rather  than  seen.  KNWD  General  Manager  Brad  Hartley 
saic  NSU's  radio  station  is  now  sporting  an  automated  computer  system. 

The  system  is  not  a  replacement  for  student  DJ's  but  a  tool  to  help  them  improve  their  radio  shows. 

It  also  allows  the  station  to  broadcast  24  hours  a  day  for  the  first 
time. 

"It's  basically  a  DJ  that  goes  all  night  and  never  stops  for  sandwich 
breaks,"  Hartley  said.

ROTC,  or  Reserve  Officer  Training 
Corps,  is  also  known  as  the  Military  Science 
department  and  is  a  leadership-oriented 
program  designed  to  teach  students  skills  they 
need  to  be  successful  leaders  and  officers  in 
the  United  States  Army. 

Students  in  NSU's  ROTC  program  raise 
the  flag  on  campus  every  morning.  They  also 
provide  the  Color  Guard  for  football  games, 
and  they  fire  the  cannon.  The  program 
also  attracts  students  from  other  states  and 
countries.  This  year,  the  ROTC  program 
includes  students  from  New  York,  Germany, 
and  a  student  who  moved  to  the  United  States 
from  Korea  when  she  was  17. 

One  out  of  every  55  students  at  NSU 
is  in  ROTC.   Any  college  with  an  ROTC  program  is  reimbursed  Federal  funds,  and  the  ROTC 
program  has  a  high  graduation  rate  of  approximately  85%. 

ROTC  prepares  students  for  life  after  college.  Whether  students  become  officers  in  the 
military  (NSU's  ROTC  provides  15-20  commissioned  officers  a  year)  or  start  a  civilian  career, 
they  have  leadership,  tactical  and  strategic  skills  that  allow  them  to  excel  in  the  workplace. 

Students  are  taught  how  to  work  in  a  team,  and  they  are  also  taught  how  to  manage 
time  and  resources  effectively.  They  also  learn  a  level  of  caring  for  the  community  and  how  to 

improve  not  only  their  lives,  but  others'  as  well. 

The  Military  Science  department  has  two  programs  for 
students:  a  four-year  program  and  a  two-year  program.  The 
four-year  program  is  in  two  parts:  basic  and  advanced.  The  two- 
year  program  allows  sophomores  and  juniors  who  are  qualified 
to  enter  into  the  advanced  courses  directly. 

Lt.Col.  Teresa  Galagano,  NSU's  new  Battalion  Commander 
said,  "I  would  like  the  students  to  leave  here  confident  in 
themselves,  with  a  warrior  ethos,  understanding  they  can 
accomplish  whatever  it  is  they  intend  to  do."

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This  year,  Northwestern 's  ROTC  Demon  Battalion  welcomed  a  first  -  Lt.Col.  Teresa 
Galgano  became  NSU's  first  female  ROTC  Battalion  Commander  when  she  assumed  her  duties 
in  June  2004. 

Galgano,  a  native  of  New  York,  earned  her  bachelor  degree  in  agricultural  economics 
from  Cornell  University  and  her  masters  of  teaching  in  educational  technology  from  Webster 
University.  She  enlisted  in  the  Army  in  1981  as  an  environmental  science  technician. 

"I  was  in  college  and  wasn't  happy  with  my  career  choice  and  I  wanted  more  than  that. 
I  wanted  to  get  out  and  travel,"  said  Galgano. 

Travel  was  something  she  did  abundantly.  She's  been  to  Germany,  Croatia,  Turkey,  and 
also  served  in  Desert  Storm/Desert  Shield  when  she  was  deployed  in  1990. 

Galgano  said  she  intends  to  continue  the  ROTC's  success  of  commissioning  15-20  good- 
quality  officers  per  year.  She  also  wants  to  reinstitute  the  ranger  company,  which  teaches 
outdoor  and  survival  skills.  For  several  years,  students  had  lost  interest  in  this  extracurricular 
program,  but  it  was  reintroduced  so  students  could  learn  more  than  what  is  minimally  required. 
She  wants  to  build  a  program  that  people  feel  they  are  a  part  of. 

The  program  also  has  a  new  Master  Sergeant  -  Steven  Womack,  who  has  just  reported 
back  from  duty  in  Iraq  and  Afghanistan  as  part  of  the  82nd  Airborne  Division.  Womack  is  a 
native  of  Arizona,  and  was  an  instructor  for  the  Ranger  School.  He  has  served  18  years  in  the 
Army,  and  was  the  18th  Airborne  Corps,  top  noncommissioned  officer. 

"I'm  here  in  Natchitoches  to  take  my  experiences  and  impart  them  [to  the  students]  for 
what's  out  there,"  said  Womack.  He  said  some  students  are  looking  for  a  challenge,  and  he 
gives  them  that  challenge;  that  push  and  that  drive  to  make  something  better  of  themselves. 
"Total  soldier  concept  and  total  person  concept.  If  you're  an  ROTC  student,  you  not  only 
have  your  academic  advisor  you  have  this  next  level  of  people  who  are  extremely  concerned 
about  your  well-being,"  said  Womack. 

"We  want  to  help  the  cadets  we  have  to  succeed;  we 
instill  values  they  may  not  have  had  growing  up  and 
they  may  take  those  with  them  for  the  rest  of  their 
lives,"  agrees  Galgano. 

"I  want  them  to  care,"  said  Womack.  "Without  that 
quality,  without  the  concern  for  others,  if  they  don't 
care  they  aren't  going  to  do  anything.  It's  apathy  I'm 
going  to  teach  them  to  care  about  something,  whether 
it  be  their  country,  a  significant  other,  or  someone  and 
to  hold  onto  that."

NSU  is  filled  with  teachers  who  have  accomplished 
many  things  beyond  completing  college  lesson  plans. 
Associate  professors  of  English  Lisa  Abney,  Suzanne  Green 
and  Julie  Kane  are  three  instructors  who  have  published 
books. 

Abney,  director  of  the  Louisiana  Folklife  Center, 
started  writing  while  in  college  and  discovered  that  she  has 
a  love  for  the  English  Language  and  other  cultures.  She  has 
worked  together  with  Green  to  publish  many  books  such 
as  Dictionary  of  Literary  Biography:  21st  Century  American 
Novelists,  Songs  of  the  New  South:  Writing  Contemporary 
Louisiana  and  Songs  of  the  Reconstructing  South:  Building 

Literary  Louisiana.  Abney  has  also  published  articles  on  different  cultures  and  traditions. 
Some  articles  include:  A  Trip  to  Ma/one  Cemetery,  Mardi  Gras:  Its  Traditions  and  Evolution. 
Currently  Abney  has  a  book,  The  Last  Respects:  Grave  Digging  by  Hand  in  Northern  and 
Central  Louisiana,  under  review. 

"I  love  bringing  interesting  subjects  to  my  readers'  attention.  I  enjoy  researching 
topics  and  meeting  all  types  of  people,"  said  Abney. 

Green  started  off  as  a  special  education  teacher  and  decided  that  she  wanted  to  teach 
people  about  the  importance  of  literature.  She  focuses  on  writing  about  influential  authors. 
Books  that  she  has  written  include  The  Literary  Legacy  of  John  Kennedy  Toole,  Understanding 
Kaye  Gibbons,  and  Kate  Chopin:  An  Annotated  Bibliography  of  Critical  Works. 

"I  write  on  what  needs  to  be  covered.  If  there  is  a  lack  in  material  for  me  to  teach 
a  class,  I  go  out  and  find  something.  It  is  hard  balancing  between  family,  teaching,  and 
writing,  but  it  is  worth  it,"  said  Green. 

Kane  always  knew  that  she  wanted  to  be  a  writer.  When  she  was  a  child,  she  and  her 
siblings  would  write  plays  and  then  act  them  out.  Kane  has  a  love  for  poetry  and  her  poetry 
collection  Rhythm  &  Booze  (2003)  was  a  winner  in  the  National  Poetry  Series.  This  award  is 
selected  by  well-known  poets  and  is  only  given  to  five  authors  a  year.  Kane  has  other  poetry 
collections  such  as  Body  and  Soul,  The  Bartender  Poems  and  Two  Into  One.  Kane  was  also 
co-author  of  a  nonaction  book,  Counterpart:  A  South  Vietnamese  Naval  Officers  War.  This 
book  was  written  with  Kiem  Do  and  gives  a  close  look  into  the  Vietnam  War. 

"In  my  writing  I  want  readers  to  look  beyond  the  surface  of  daily  life  and  the  things 
that  consume  our  thoughts,"  said  Kane. 

Green,  Abney  and  Kane  have  been  recently  putting  together  a  Southern  Literature 
Anthology,  Voices  of  the  American  South,  scheduled  for  release  later  in  the  year.

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In  2004,  the  positions  of  Student  Activities  Director  and  Vice  President  of  Academic 
Affairs/Provost  were  filled  by  Jeffery  Mathews  and  Anthony  Scheffler. 

Although  their  titles  may  be  new,  these  men  have  been  a  part  of  NSU's  family  for 
several  years. 

Mathews  is  a  graduate  of  NSU  and  received  his  bachelor's  and  master's  of  Music 
Education  at  the  University  of  North  Texas.  In  1998,  Mathews  became  assistant  director  of 
bands  and  an  assistant  professor  of  music.  He  aided  in  marching  band  activities  and  helped 
ith  recruitment,  resulting  in  the  largest  band  in  NSU  history.  He  was  officially  named  director 
of  athletic  bands  in  2001,  and  he  managed  activities  associated  with  the  Spirit  of  Northwestern 
Demon  Marching  Band  and  the  basketball  pep  band. 

Becoming  Director  of  Student  Activities  allows  Mathews  to  work  closely  with  students. 
He  oversees  the  Student  Government  Association,  Student  Activities  Board,  Greek  organizations 
and  over  100  other  student  organizations. 

"Student  organizations  play  an  important  role  in  the  total  educational  experience.  They 
provide  students  with  an  opportunity  to  learn  to  work  with  others  and  to  gain  leadership 
experience  which  is  valuable  after  graduation,"  Mathews  said. 

Mathews  thinks  student  organizations  promote  NSU's  goal  to  increase  student  retention 
and  graduation  rate. 

Anthony  Scheffler,  a  New  Orleans  native,  performed  his  undergraduate  work  at  LA 
Tech  and  pursued  his  Master's  in  Education  from  the  University  of  New  Orleans.  He  received 
his  doctorate  from  University  of  Southern  Mississippi.  He  taught  six  years  in  inner-city  New 
Orleans  and  four  years  in  Pineville.  Scheffler  then  took  a  position  at  the  University  of  Alabama. 
While  Scheffler  was  working  in  Alabama,  President  Webb  contacted  him  and  invited  him  to 
direct  an  intensive  summer  graduate  program  at  Northwestern.  Scheffler  has  been  a  part  of 
the  administrative  staff  for  the  past  12  years. 

"Dr.  Webb  moved  me  in  different  positions  to  facilitate  different  ideas,"  Scheffler  said. 

Scheffler,  in  coordination  with  other  administrative  offices,  worked  to  implement  a 
structured  student  retention  plan.  He  also  worked  to  build  institutionalized  communication 
mechanisms  between  administration  and  faculty. 

Automation  has  been  a  focus  for  Scheffler  this  year.  He  helped  implement  automated 
attendance  and  automated  student  Web  pages  (myNSU).  Scheffler  also  worked  to  improve 
the  faculty  work-load  so  that  they  may  better  serve  the  students.  His  goal  is  to  make  NSU  a 
"living  and  learning  environment."

The  National  Panhellenic  Council  is  the  governing  body  of  Alpha  Omicron  Pi,  Alpha 
Sigma  Alpha,  Phi  Mu  and  Sigma  Sigma  Sigma. 

The  council  is  in  charge  of  formal  recruitment  and  service  events.  This  year  NPC's 
service  project  is  the  Cane  River  Girls  Home.  Each  sorority  had  a  service  day  at  the  home 
where  they  tutored  the  girls  and  taught  them  etiquette  skills.  NPC  also  enforces  national 
NPC  regulations. 

The  executive  board  is  comprised  of  a  president,  vice  president  of  programming,  vice 
president  of  recruitment  and  secretary-treasurer.  One  member  of  each  sorority  represents 
the  executive  board.  A  new  executive  board  is  elected  each  November. 

Each  sorority  chooses  four  delegates  to  represent  them  on  the  council.  There  is  a 
senior  delegate,  junior  delegate  and  two  alternate  delegates.  Only  the  senior  delegate  has 
voting  rights  when  it  comes  to  council  decisions. 

NPC  does  much  of  its  work  through  its  four  committees.  The  committees  are 
comprised  of  the  delegates,  but  anyone  is  allowed  to  attend.  The  committees  are  service, 
which  is  in  charge  of  NPC  service  projects;  social  in  charge  of  planning  events  for  all  the 
sororities  to  promote  Greek  sisterhood;  public  relations,  which  promotes  positive  public 
relations  for  NPC  and  its  sororities  and  scholarship,  which  helps  to  raise  money  for  the 
Lucille  Hendrick  Scholarship.  This  scholarship  is  given  to  a  sorority  member.

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Ipha  Omicron  Pi  was  founded  on 
January  2, 1897  at  Barnard  College 
at  Columbia  University  in  New  York. 
The  four  founding  women  were  Helen 
St.  Clair  Mullen,  Elizabeth  Heywood 
Wyman,  Stella  George  Stern  Perry, 
and  Jessie  Wallace  Hughan.  Barnard 
College  welcomed  the  new  fraternity 
and  it  was  not  long  before  the  first 
chapter,  Alpha,  was  flourishing.  The 
fraternity  became  national  with  the 
installation  of  Pi  Chapter  at  Sophie 
Newcomb  Memorial  College,  New 
Orleans,  on  September  8,  1898.

thel  Hedgeman  Lyle  of 
St.  Louis,  Mo.  established 
.Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  sorority 
in  1908  at  Howard  University 
in  Washington,  D.C.  It  was  the 
first  Greek-letter  organization 
established  by  black  college 
women.  Lyle  viewed  the  sorority 
as  an  instrument  for  enriching  the 
social  and  intellectual  aspects  of 
college  life  by  providing  mental 
stimulation  through  interaction  with 
friends  and  associated. 

Since  then,  Alpha  Kappa 
Alpha's  function  has  become  more 
complex.  After  its  incorporation  as 
a  perpetual  body  in  1913,  Alpha 
Kappa  Alpha  gradually  branched  out 
and  became  the  channel  through 
which  selected  women  improved 
the  socioeconomic  conditions  in 
their  city,  state,  nation  and  the 
world. 

The  Eta  Chi  chapter  of  Alpha 
Kappa  Alpha  was  chartered  on 
NSU's  campus  on  Oct.  13,  1973. 


he  national  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  sorority  partnered  with  the  Sudden 
Infant  Death  Syndrome  Alliance  in  2000  to  promote  the  "Back 
to  Sleep"  campaign.  The  same  year,  the  sorority  established  Ivy 
AKAdemy  in  South  Africa  to  build  schools.  Nine  schools  were  built  in 
2002.  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  is  also  a  partner  and  monetary  donor  for  the 
Sickle  Cell  Disease  Support  Network.  In  2002,  the  sorority  contributed 
$25,000  to  the  National  Council  of  Negro  Women's  Mortgage  Liquidation 
Fund. 

The  Eta  Chi  chapter  of  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha  participates  in  the 
Health  Fest  walk,  tutors  children  through  the  AKAdemy  and  conducts 
Black  Dollar  Day  and  Take  Freedom  Day. 
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Founded  in  1906  at  Cornell 
University  in  Ithaca,  New  York. 
The  visionary  founders,  known 
is  "Jewels"  of  the  Fraternity,  were 
Henry  Arthur  Callis,  Charles  Henry 
Chapman,  Eugene  Kinckle  Jones, 
George  Biddle  Kelley,  Nathaniel 
Allison  Murray,  Robert  Harold  Ogle 
and  Vertner  Woodson  Tandy.

The  Theta  Delta  chapter  of 
Omega  Psi  Phi  was  the  first 
black  male  Greek  letter 
organization  on  NSU's  campus. 
Dr.  CD.  Henry,  the  current  district 
representative,  founded  it  on  May 
26,  1972.  The  eighteen  members  of 
the  Theta  Delta  Chapter  charter  line 
were  called  "The  Funky  Eighteen." 
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eta  Phi  Beta  Sorority  was 
founded  on  January  16, 
1920,  on  the  campus  of 
Howard  University  in  Washington, 
D.C.  by  five  coeds.  The  founders 
are  Arizona  Cleaver  Stemmons, 
Pearl  A.  Neal,  Fannie  Pettie  Watts, 
Viola  Tyler  Going  and  Myrtle  Tyler 
Faithful.  These  women  dared 
to  depart  from  the  traditional 
coalitions  for  African-American 
women  and  sought  to  establish  a 
new  organization  predicated  on  the 
precepts  of  Scholarship,  Service, 
Sisterhood  and  Finer  Womanhood. 
The  trail  blazed  by  the  founders 
has  been  traveled  by  thousands  of 
women  dedicated  to  the  emulation 
of  the  objectives  and  ideals  of  the 
sorority.

Not  only  does  it  give  the  Greek  members  a  chance 
to  come  together  and  enjoy  the  fun,  games,  and  prizes,  but  it  also  gives  community  children 
a  safe  Halloween  environment  and  collects  canned  foods  at  the  door  to  donate  to  local  food 
kitchens.

The  combined  organizations  then  performed  in  front  of  the  other  organizations  and  non-Greek 
spectators,  some  of  which  judged  the  competition. 

Sigma  Gamma  Rho  member  Cecile  Mengue,  a  senior  criminal  justice  major,  said  the  strut 
competition  was  her  favorite  event.   Her  organization  along  with  Kappa  Sigma  and  Phi  Mu  won  the 
competition. 

On  the  third  day,  the  organizations  participated  in  a  game  of  mud  volleyball,  sand  castle,  pie- 
eating  and  root  beer  chug  contests. 

Pasch  said  the  events  of  the  first  three  days  allowed  members  to  accumulate  points  for  the 
Greek  Awards  held  Thursday. 

The  awards  were  comprised  of  ten  categories,  including  "Community  Service  and  Philanthropy 
and  "Leadership  Education." 

Several  of  the  awards'  components  required  a  year-long  process  in  order  to  gain  points,  Pasch 
said.

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Beta  Beta  Beta  National  Honor  society,  Delta  Theta  Chapter,  started  at  NSU  in  1949,  is 
a  society  for  undergraduates  dedicated  to  improving  the  understanding  and  appreciation  of 
biological  study  as  well  as  extending  boundaries  of  human  knowledge  through  scientific  research. 
The  society  hosts  Health  Week,  a  week  devoted  to  informing  college  students  of  harmful, 
infectious  diseases  which  are  prevalent  among  young  adults.  During  Health  Careers  Week,  many 
health  care  professionals  encourage  students  to  get  involved  in  a  health  profession  and  map  out 
guidelines  students  should  follow  in  order  to  achieve  their  career  goals. 
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The  Baptist  Collegiate  Ministry  was  established  in  1926  as  a  chartered  student 
organization.   Its  motto  is:  "Following  Him  and  serving  others."  The  mission  statement  is 
Helping  students  to  know  Christ  and  make  Him  known  to  other  students,  to  help  students 
grow  in  their  relationship  with  Christ,  to  help  students  discover  their  place  of  service  in  God's 
Kingdom." 

The  BCM  provides  students  with  social  opportunities  so  they  can  enjoy  themselves  in  a 
Icoming  environment. 

The  BCM  provides  many  activities  for  students.  These  activities  include  Inner  Peace, 
a  singing  group  that  raises  money  for  summer  missions;  Men's  Ministry,  an  organization  for 
men  involved  in  the  BCM,  that  meets  for  Bible  studies  and  fellowship;  CWOM,  which  stands 
for  Campus  Women  on  a  Mission,  this  group  meets  once  a  month  and  discusses  summer 
missions  and  missionaries.

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The  purpose  of  Business  Professionals  of  America  is  to  give  students  a  better 
understanding  of  the  business  profession.  The  education  of  its  members  is  emphasized  so  they 
work  efficiently,  not  only  in  an  office  setting,  but  also  in  a  wide  variety  of  business  situations. 
BPA  provides  professional  development  and  experience  for  business  majors.

The  main  project  for  2004-2005  is  the  BPA  National  Leadership  Conference  in  Anaheim 
California  in  April. 
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The  purpose  of  the  American  Chemical  Society  is  to  promote  the  knowledge  and 
interest  of  chemistry.  The  organization  works  to  fulfill  its  purpose  by  visiting  high  school 
and  middle  school  students  and  getting  the  youth  involved  in  fun  activities  such  as  tie- 
dyeing.  In  the  spring  the  members  attended  a  national  convention.  In  order  for  stu- 
dents to  join  they  must  be  chemistry  majors  or  minors  and  have  a  3.0  GPA. 
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Circle  K  International  is  a  service  organization  dedicated  to  assisting  local 
communities  and  helping  with  many  events.  The  organization  encourages  leadership 
in  its  members  in  order  to  lead  Circle  K  in  new  directions  and  form  fellowship  between 
members  and  the  community.  Circle  K  International  is  based  on  three  pillars:  service, 
leadership  and  fellowship. 

As  an  organization,  they  provide  non-profit  assistance  to  community  events, 
such  as  the  Christmas  Festival,  where  they  annually  help  with  ticket  sales.  Members 
often  volunteer  their  time  in  order  to  clean  senior  citizen  apartments,  tutor  children  and 
develop  friendships  with  new  students  and  potential  members.

Rowing  is  a  club  sport  at  Northwestern.  The  students  on  the  team  are  talented 
individuals  who  throw  themselves  into  all  aspects  of  rowing.  In  the  fall  they  run 
their  own  regatta,  The  Marathon  Championships.  During  spring  training  breaks,  in 
conjunction  with  the  City  of  Natchitoches,  NSU  crew  supervises  a  training  site  for  crews 
from  the  colder,  windier  climates.  Drake,  Texas  and  Grand  Valley  are  perennial  visitors. 
NSU  is  a  challenging  academic  environment. 

The  students  on  the  team  balance  rigorous  academic  lives,  wake  up  at 
>arly  hours  to  train  and  travel  to  distant  parts  of  the  country  to  race.  The  team  is 
responsible  for  raising  money  through  various  functions  as  well  as  club  dues.  In  the  fall 
and  winter,  the  team  works  at  concession  stands  at  football  and  basketball  games. 
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The  American  Criminal  Justice  Association  (Lambda  Alpha  Epsilon)  at  Northwestern  (Sigma 
Gamma  Phi)  is  a  young  organization.  The  National  American  Criminal  Justice  Association  was 
founded  in  1937. 

The  primary  goal  is  to  improve  criminal  justice  through  educational  activities,  to  foster 
professionalism  in  law  enforcement  personnel  and  agencies,  to  promote  professional,  public, 
and  academic  awareness  of  criminal  justice  issues.  Members  also  strive  to  encourage  the 
establishment  and  expansion  of  higher  education  and  professional  training  in  criminal  justice,  to 
provide  a  unified  voice  for  professionals  in  and  students  of,  criminal  justice,  to  promote  higher 
standards  of  ethical  conduct,  professional  training  and  higher  education  within  the  criminal  justice 
field.  Each  semester  they  host  socials  and  members  participate  in  community  service  projects. 
The  group  takes  trips  to  different  law  enforcement  facilities  to  learn  more  about  their  field.  They 
also  attend  national  conferences.  To  become  a  member  students  have  to  be  a  criminal  justice 
major  or  minor  and  pay  annual  dues  of  $30-$50. 
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The  Current  Sauce  began  in  1914  when  NSU  was  still  known  as  Louisiana  State 
Normal  College.  It  began  as  a  small  four-page  tabloid,  bi-weekly  bulletin  for  a  student 
organization  called  the  Contemporary  Life  Club.  The  Sauce  eventually  became  the  official 
publication  of  the  college  in  1918.  Although  there  is  no  definite  origin  of  the  newspaper's 
name  many  believe  that  "the  current  sauce"  means  "the  current  gossip." 

Today,  the  Sauce  is  published  weekly  as  an  eight  to  10  page  broadsheet 
newspaper.  The  staff  is  made  up  of  mostly  student  journalism  majors,  but  it  is  open 
students  in  all  majors.  The  purpose  of  the  publication  is  to  serve  NSU  students  by 
keeping  them  up  to  date  on  important  issues  on  campus  and  beyond.  The  staff  members 
also  get  the  opportunity  to  sharpen  their  skills,  develop  good  work  ethics  and  make  new 
friends  in  the  process. 
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Demon  Sweethearts  is  a  campus  organization  consisting  of  women  who  are  interested  in 
assisting  the  NSU  Football  Office  Staff  and  supplying  the  Northwestern  State  University  Football 
program  with  moral  and  spirited  support.  The  organization  consists  of  30  to  40  members.  Demon 
Sweethearts  are  occasionally  called  on  to  help  out  at  the  football  office,  which  includes  helping  with 
a  large  number  of  mail-outs,  various  clinics,  receptions,  high  school  scrimmages,  fundraisers  and 
the  Spring  game. 

The  main  role  of  a  Demon  Sweetheart  is  to  assist  in  the  recruiting  weekends  during  fall  and 
spring  semesters  and  to  build  spirit  within  the  team.  They  also  help  promote  Demon  Football  within 
the  campus  and  community.  This  organization  represents  not  only  the  athletic  department,  but  also 
NSU.  Along  with  preparing  baskets  for  the  players,  sweethearts  also  decorate  the  football  locker 
room  and  paint  signs  for  the  games.  During  the  spring  semester,  the  organization  showcases  the 
Annual  Football  Player  Auction  and  the  recruitment  process  of  new  sweethearts  for  the  upcoming 
ootball  season.  Demon  Sweethearts  is  open  to  all  young  women  who  enjoy  football  or  just  want  to 
join  a  new  organization. 
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The  Foundation  is  a  "spirit  fed  student  led"  campus  ministry  that  offers  a  variety 
of  ministry  opportunities.  Some  of  these  opportunities  include  children's  ministry,  audio 
visual,  special  events  and  prayer  ministries.  Students  participate  in  area  and  local  ministry 

ugh  the  "Clean  Slate"  band,  drama  department  and  student  preachers  who  speak  at 
ahea  churches.  The  program  is  designed  to  help  individuals  develop  a  spiritual,  moral  and 
e<periential  faith  that  will  foster  a  solid  "foundation"  upon  which  students  can  build  the 
rust  of  their  lives.  All  students  are  encouraged  to  join. 
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Industrial  Electrical  Electronics  Engineers  was  founded  nationally  in  1884  and  the 
Northwestern  chapter  was  founded  on  April  1,  1969.  IEEE  is  the  world's  largest  technical 
professional  association,  connecting  more  than  360,000  members  in  an  estimated  150  countries. 
The  purpose  of  IEEE  is  to  advance  global  prosperity  by  fostering  technological  innovation,  enabling 
members'  careers,  and  promoting  ideas  of  community  worldwide.  The  NSU  chapter  participates  in 
an  annual  pumpkin  chunking  contest,  which  is  sponsored  by  the  local  Methodist  church.  Members 
also  tour  local  industries  in  the  area  several  times  a  year.  One  of  the  many  local  club  projects  that 
they  have  been  working  this  year  includes  a  hydrogen  fuel  cell  used  to  power  a  car.

Throughout  the  year,  the 
organization  holds  several  projects  such  as  money  management,  NSU  Senior  Day,  Job 
entrepreneur  Seminar  and  bake  sales. 
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Tau  Beta  Sigma  is  a  co-ed  sorority  for  undergraduate  students.  They  serve  the  University 
band  to  develop  musical  experiences  among  college  students  throughout  the  country.  They  work 
together  to  better  the  community  and  better  themselves  through  interaction.  The  lessons  they 
learn  as  a  group  throughout  their  experience  are  something  that  can  never  be  taught  in  the  class- 
room and  never  be  taken  away. 

The  Tau  Beta  Sigma  Mission  Statement:  "Tau  Beta  Sigma  National  Honorary  Band  Sorority 
provides  service  to  collegiate  bands,  encourages  the  advancement  of  women  in  the  band  profes- 
sion, and  promotes  and  enriches  an  appreciation  of  band  music  through  recognition,  leadership 
development,  and  the  education  of  its  members." 

The  Eta  Pi  Chapter  of  Tau  Beta  Sigma  was  founded  on  February  8,  1987  on  NSU's  campus 
by  its  charter  members:  Bonnie  Wiley,  Martha  Shows,  Emily  Populus,  Ada  Sullivan  and  Kim  Stelly. 

They  have  taken  in  27  candidate  classes  and  have  initiated  over  140  members  since  they 
have  been  on  campus. 
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KNWD  -  the  Demon  is  NSU's  on-campus,  student  run  radio  station.  The  station  is  run 
by  management  staff  and  a  team  of  volunteer  DJ's  who  broadcast  seven  two-hour  shows 
each  weekday.  The  station  upgraded  its  file  system  to  include  a  computer  which  stores 
programs  and  plays  back  hundreds  of  songs,  public  service  announcements  and  news 
broadcasts.   Because  of  the  new  system,  the  station  is  able  to  run  24  hours  a  day  whether 
or  not  a  DJ  is  in  the  studio.

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Kappa  Delta  Pi  is  the  International  Honor  Society  In  Education.  Its  members  are 


committed  to  recognizing  excellence  and  fostering  mutual  cooperation,  support  and  growth 
for  education  professionals.  The  NSU  chapter  is  working  on  becoming  an  "Ace"  chapter, 
which  is  highly  recognized  within  Kappa  Delta  Pi.  They  have  professional  development 
workshops  throughout  the  semester,  community  service  such  as  tutoring  children,  reading 
theaters  for  elementary  school  children  and  they  host  education  department  events.  There 
are  currently  about  25  members.  In  order  to  be  a  member,  students  must  be  education 
majors,  have  a  3.0.  GPA  as  a  sophomore  and  accepted  by  application. 
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Broadcast  journalism  students  are  prepared  for  the  real  world  because  of  the  many 
opportunities  offered  through  NSU22.  At  the  start  of  each  semester,  students  audition  for 
positions  in  the  newscasts  such  as  anchor/producers  and  production  staff.  Students  en- 
rolled in  Journalism  4400  and  4440  participate  as  reporters  for  NSU22  News.  Students  learn 
how  to  create  their  own  packages  by  shooting  video,  recording  interviews,  stand-ups  and 
voiceovers.  Students  return  to  the  studio  and  edit  their  packages  to  submit  them  on  time 
for  a  live  newscast.  Students  in  a  directing  course  get  the  chance  to  act  as  directors  for  the 
newscast.  Practicum  students  also  produce  interview  shows  and  sports  shows. 


Kappa  Kappa  Psi  operates  primarily  as  a  student  service  and  leadership  recognition  society 
whose  aim  is  to  assist  the  Director  of  Bands  in  developing  the  leadership  and  enthusiasm  that  is 
required  of  the  band.  Their  goals  are  to  provide  the  band  not  only  with  organized  and  concentrated 
service  activities,  but  to  give  their  membership  valid  and  wholesome  experiences  in  organization, 
leadership  and  social  contacts.  The  honorary  nature  of  membership  is  based  on  their  premise  that 
"it  is  an  honor  to  be  selected  to  serve"  this  band,  its  department  of  music,  its  sponsoring  institution 
and  the  cause  of  band  music  in  the  nation's  colleges  and  universities. 

Membership  in  Kappa  Kappa  Psi  thus  becomes  an  educational  and  service  activity  as  well 
as  a  social  one.  It  is  this  kind  of  activity  that  enriches  the  band  student's  life  and  sharpens  an 
appreciation  for  both  the  best  in  music  and  what  it  takes  to  achieve  it.

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The  Society  of  Physics  Students  strives  to  inform  the  campus  as  well  as 
high  school  youths  about  interesting  topics  in  the  field  of  physics.  Members 
from  the  organization  travel  to  local  high  schools  and  perform  experiments 
that  will  encourage  students  to  become  physics  majors.  On  campus,  the 
organization  writes  research  grants  to  help  its  department  as  well  as  the 
University.  In  order  to  become  a  member,  students  must  simply  enjoy  the  topic 
of  physics.  There  are  currently  eight  members. 
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The  Public  Relations  Society  of  America  founded  the  Public  Relations  Student  Society  of 
America  in  1968.  The  purpose  of  PRSSA  is  to  cultivate  a  favorable  and  mutually  advantageous 
relationship  between  students  and  professional  public  relations  practitioners. 

Today,  PRSSA  has  more  than  7,000  members  in  227  chapters  on  college  campuses 
across  the  country. 

PRSSA's  mission  is  "To  serve  our  members  by  enhancing  their  knowledge  of  public 
relations  and  providing  access  to  professional  development  opportunities." 

The  NSU  Chapter  of  PRSSA  is  annually  involved  in  a  blood  drive  called  Become  a  hero 
with  Lifeshare  Blood  Centers,  NABJ  and  PRSSA,  PRSSA'S  Ultimate  Valentine's  Day  Give-a-Way 
and  J.U.M.P.  Week  (Journalists  Unifying  to  Make  Progress). 

Each  activity  offered  by  PRSSA  encourages  aspiring  public  relations  professionals 
more  about  their  field.  The  opportunities  allow  students  to  network  with  PRSA  professionals. 
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Purple  Jackets  was  founded  in  1927  as  a  service  organization  for  women  by  the  late 
Ur  iversity  President  V.L.  Roy.  It  is  the  oldest  organization  on  NSU's  campus.  The  club  now 
se'ves  as  the  official  hostesses  of  NSU,  adhering  to  standards  set  by  the  first  members. 

On  campus,  Purple  Jackets  work  at  various  events,  including  in  the  President's  Box 
at  home  football  games,  Career  and  Professional  days,  registration,  graduation  and  various 
Ur  iversity  conferences. 

The  organization  is  limited  to  35  junior  and  senior  women  who  have  maintained  at  least 
a  J.O  GPA.  In  addition,  the  women  must  be  a  member  of  at  least  two  other  campus-affiliated 
organizations. 

Purple  Jackets  is  a  time-proven,  highly  regarded,  honorary  service  organization. 
Competition  for  membership  exists,  as  the  club  is  limited  to  35  members.  If  a  woman 
is  chosen  to  be  a  Purple  Jacket,  she  will  exemplify  excellent  scholarship,  outstanding 
achievement,  exceptional  leadership  and  high  ideals.  To  be  a  Purple  Jacket  is  one  of  the 
highest  honors  a  woman  at  NSU  can  achieve.  ^^■■i 
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Rho  Lambda  is  an  honor  society  for  sorority  women  who  are  junior  and  seniors  with 
a  minimum  2.5  GPA.  They  promote  service,  unity  and  positive  understanding  for  the  Greek 
community  through  service  projects  each  semester. 

In  the  fall,  Rho  Lamda  hosted  "Speak  Up  for  Sororities"  in  order  to  increase 
participation  throughout  the  Greek  community.  Members  of  each  Panhellenic  sorority  were 
given  pins  to  wear  around  campus  in  order  to  show  support  for  the  campaign. 
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The  Student  Activities  Board  is  a  student  organization  which  provides  opportunities  for 
entertainment  and  social  interaction  on  NSU's  campus.  Throughout  the  fall  and  spring 
semesters,  SAB  hosts  free  events,  which  are  available  for  all  students.  Two  major  events 
during  the  spring  semester  are  the  Lady  of  the  Bracelet  Pageant  (LOB)  and  Spring 
^ling.  There  are  eight  committees  within  SAB  that  meet  once  a  week  and  students  are 
encouraged  to  join:  Special  Events,  Lagniappe,  Service  Learning,  Coffee  House,  LOB 
committee,  Freshman  Factor,  and  Campus  Trends. 
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The  Student  Government  Association  exists  as  a  liaison  between  the  administration  of  the 
University  and  the  students.  Comprised  of  35  senators  and  three  executives,  the  SGA  meets  every 
Monday  night  to  debate  legislation  written  by  senators  that  make  changes  or  additions  to  school 
policy  or  any  area  of  student  life.  The  SGA  has  representation  on  nearly  all  University  committees 
and  meets  regularly  with  administrators,  faculty  and  staff. 

The  state  relies  on  the  executives  of  each  university's  SGA  to  serve  as  the  student  voices  in 
decisions  regarding  higher  education.  SGA  members  comprise  the  six  member  Student  Technology 
Advisory  Team  which  distributes  the  $1.4  million  technology  budget  from  student  fees.  The 
fees  purchase  all  of  the  technology  equipment  on  campus  that  is  available  for  student  use  and 
improvements  to  infrastructure,  such  as  wiring  for  DSL  and  wireless  access  points.  The  SGA  office  i 
located  in  Room  222  of  the  Student  Union  and  hosts  open  meetings  every  Monday  at  7p.m.  in  the 
Cane  River  Room. 
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For  years,  NSU  Tutors  have  been  dedicated  to  helping  others  become 
stronger  in  their  academics.  Every  year,  students  from  NSU  volunteer  to  tutor 
students  at  different  elementary,  middle  and  high  schools  throughout  the 
community. 

NSU  Tutors  focus  on 
tutoring  younger  students 
in  reading,  math  and  social 
studies.  The  organization 
is  proud  to  say  that  each 
year  it  has  helped  students 
improve  their  grades  and 
their  scores  on  standardized 
tests.  Through  their  efforts, 
students  have  been  given 
help  with  their  education,  and 
NSU  Tutors  have  also  become 
their  mentors. 
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The  purpose  of  SPJ  is  to  improve  and  protect  journalism.  There  are  approximately  12 
members  currently  in  the  organization.  They  have  been  involved  in  several  different  activities  this 
year  such  as  J.U.M.P  week,  the  Freedom  of  Information  Forum,  fundraising  and  bake  sales.  The 
organization  is  open  to  all  journalism  majors  and  minors. 

The  Mission  of  the  SPJ:  "To  promote  the  flow  of  information,  to  maintain  constant  vigilance 
in  protection  of  the  First  Amendment  guaranteed  of  freedom  of  speech  and  of  the  press,  to 
stimulate  high  standards  and  ethical  behavior  in  the  practice  of  journalism  and  to  foster  excellence 
among  journalists." 

They  also  work  to  inspire  Future  generations  of  talented  individuals  to  become  dedicated 
journalists,  to  encourage  diversity  in  journalism,  to  be  the  pre-eminent,  broad-based  membership 
organization  for  journalists  and  to  encourage  a  climate  in  which  journalism  can  be  practiced  freely. 
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This  organization  is  part  of  the  National  Veterinary  Technicians  organization.  Members 
of  the  group  are  either  veterinary  technicians  or  pre-veterinary  majors.  The  purpose  of 
Veterinary  Technicians  is  to  care  and  give  medical  attention  to  animals  from  shelters.  In 
order  to  fund  the  items  needed  to  provide  for  these  animals,  Vet  Tech  hosts  fundraisers 
such  as  bake  sales  and  car  washes.  They  annually  attend  the  Statewide  Continuing 
Education  Seminar.  For  homecoming,  animals  rode  on  their  float,  which  gave  the  Vet 
Techs  the  honor  of  winning  third  place  in  the  float  competition. 
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The  National  Pan-Hellenic  Council  is  the  governing  organization  of  seven  of  the  nine 
historically  black  Greek  letter  fraternities  and  sororities.  The  organization's  purpose  is  to  promote 
and  coordinate  activities  that  assist  member  organizations  in  attaining  their  fraternal,  educational, 
cultural  and  social  objectives.  Each  group  takes  new  members  at  various  times  throughout  the  year. 

The  Greek  organizations  that  the  NPHC  Council  governs  are  Alpha  Kappa  Alpha,  Delta  Sigma 
Theta,  Sigma  Gamma  Rho,  Zeta  Phi  Beta,  Alpha  Phi  Alpha,  Phi  Beta  Sigma  and  Omega  Psi  Phi. 
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The  NSU  Panhellenic  Association  is  the  coordinating  body  for  the  four  National 
Panhellenic  Conference  groups,  which  are  currently  active  and  recognized  by  the 
University. 

The  Panhellenic  Association  strives  to  develop  and  maintain  high  standards  of 
Greek  life  for  member  organizations,  promote  interfraternalism  and  consider  the  ideas 
and  goals  of  members  groups. 

Membership  selection  for  the  four  NPC  groups  is  coordinated  by  the  Panhellenic 
Associate  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  fall  semester. 
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The  purpose  of  the  Interfraternity  Council  is  to  foster  cooperation  and  actively 
promote  success  among  the  IFC  chapter  members  at  NSU.  They  also  increase  strength 
and  general  welfare  of  the  NSU  Greek  community.  The  council  is  comprised  of  men's 
chapters  on  NSU's  campus.  They  strive  to  increase  and  maintain  fraternal  ideals,  spirits 
and  leadership  among  chapters  represented  at  NSU.  They  also  work  to  promote  and 
ensure  cooperation  among  the  chapters,  their  National  Organizations,  the  University 
administration  and  the  community.  They  aid  in  the  development  and  maturation  of 
individual  fraternity  members  and  provide  a  medium  for  the  exchange  of  ideas  between 
the  various  chapters. 
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The  Fellowship  of  Christian  Athletes  has  been  serving  NSU  students  since 
1989.  FCA  is  open  to  all  students.  The  organization  has  an  emphasis  on  the 
spiritual  needs  of  a  student  athlete.  In  addition  to  regular  weekly  meetings,  FCA 
sponsors  a  college  athlete's  retreat,  game  day  rallies,  opportunities  for  athletes  to 
serve  at  FCA  Leadership  Camps  and  numerous  other  activities.
